BOATS A F T E R T H E RACE. 


New York. Aug. 25—The first serious 
accident which has marked the nightly 
race home of the steamship fle*t from 
the racing course took place tonight in 
the collision of J. P. Morgan's yacht Cor­ 
sair with the fast Sandy Hook steamer 
Monmouth, under charter 
by the New 
York Yacht club and filled with members 
and their friends. The Corsair struck the 
Monmouth a glancing blow on the star­ 
board side nearly amidships, her bowsprit 
raking the Monmouth's 
side, breaking 
stanchions and 
awning supports 
and 
smashing woodwork and glass* The Cor­ 
sair fell, astern carrying a part of <* 
twisted iron support on her bowsprit, but 
not appearing to be disabled. On the Mon­ 
mouth there was brief panic, as the many 
passengers on that side of the boat rushed 
away to, safety. 
Several women fainted, 
it is said, but no one was hurt. 


New York, Aug. 25.—In 
a 
glorious 
whole-sail 
breeze 
over a triangular 
course, 10 miles to a leg, the fleet- 
footed cup defender, Reliance, again to­ 
day showed her heels to Sir Thomas 
Lipton's challenger, taking the second 
race of the cup series of 1903 by the 
narrow margin of one minute, 19 sec­ 
onds. 


It was as pretty 
and 
hard-fought 
contest as has 
ever 
been sailed off 
Sandy Hook, and 
had 
not the wind 
fallen during the last 10 minutes, the 
record for the course, three hours, 12 
minutes and 15 seconds, made by the 
Columbia two years ago In her mem­ 
orable 
race 
against 
the 
Shamrock, 
would have been broken. As it was, the 
Reliance sailed the 30 miles within two 
minutes and 39 seconds of the record, 
which speaks wonderfully of her speed 
in the wind that was blowing. 


Superior at E very Point. 


The Reliance's victory, narrow as it 
was, would have even been smaller had 
not .Captain Wringe, the skipper of the 
British ship, bungled the start, sending 
his craft over the line 19 seconds after 
the last gun and handicapping her to 
that extent. 
At every point of sail­ 
ing the defender's superiority was dem­ 
onstrated. 
She gained one minute, 51 
seconds in windward work, 40 seconds 
on the run to the second mark, and 45 
seconds on the close reach for home. 


Based on the magnificent showing she 
has made in the 
two 
races already 
sailed, it is the belief of many experts 
that the cup is safe and that- it will 
take something better than F ife’s latest 
creation even to budge it. 


The excursion 
fleet, like a floating 
city built on the floor of the ocean, lined 
up rail to rail In a great 
semicircle 
to witness the start. 
The course, a 
beat due south into the win for 10 
miles, then a broad reach or run, as the 
case might be, off toward the cholera 
banks, and then home again to the old, 
red-hulled lightship, had been set. The 
spectators watched 
the jockeying for 
the start with eager interest. 
It was 
hair-raising to see what close company 
the giant single stickers kept. It seemed 
momentarily as if the spars and hulls 
would clash, but they wheeled and cir­ 
cled like gulls, tacking, gybing and put­ 
ting about with wonderful ease and 
grace.

At last when they bouhded across the 
line, close-hauled

work, had again outgeneraled his rival 
and secured the weather gauge. 
Not 
only was the challenger's captain de­ 
defeated in his effort to secure the 
windward berth, but he actually failed 
to cross in time to save a handicap, an 
almost unpardonable offense In a cup 
contest. 
Barr never 
relinquished his 
advantage after the start, holding the 
challenger under his lee all the way to 
the first mark. 


The last leg of the course was cov­ 
ered at roaring speed, the Reliance still 
increasing her lead, her wake streaming 


alee, a path of dancing white on the 
deep blue bosom of the sparkling sea. 
The guide boat, sent ahead to show the 
course, was too slow, although every­ 
thing aboard of her was wide open, and 
the Reliance passed her before the line 
was reached. All the ocean-going tugs 
and many of the steam yachts were left 
astern in the mad rush. Just- before the 
finish the wind died down but the R e­ 
liance went across in ample time to win. 


There 
followed 
the 
usual 
riot of 
whistles, mingled 
with 
the wall of 
sirens, the clang of bells, the exultant 
shouts of patriots and the booming of 
cannon. 
The Shamrock was about a 
mile astern and crossed four minutes 
and 40 seconds later to a reception al­ 
most equal to the riot which had wel­ 
comed the Reliance's victory. 


Then the great observation fleet headed 
back to New York at- top speed, not 
waiting to follow the racers. 
And It 
was well that it was so. 
Before half 
the fleet had reached the upper bay a 
green gray squall out of the northwest, 
raising a curtain of spray as it came, 
struck the fleet-, bringing grief to many 
excursionists and carrying away yacht 
and steamer awnings and top hampers 
generally. 
Had the squall found tha 
racers and the attendant fleet out on 
the ocean race course, today might have 
chronicled a great marine disaster. 


W ireless T eleg rap h y F ailed. 


It- was a hard day for the overworked 
newspaper reporters. 
There are three 
recognized 
methods 
for 
reporting a 
yacht race: the wireless telegraph sys­ 
tem, the fleet of small boats cajri^ying 
the news from the course to the shore, 
and a line of shore observers along the 
Jersey and Long Island coast. 


This w as a day on which all three 
system s proved a failure. 
The experi­ 
ence of two years ago demonstrated the 
uncertainty of all wireless telegraphy, 
but no one was prepared for the utter 
collapse of the system which occurred 
today. There were four competing sys­ 
tems. three of which were most active, 
The atmosphere above the triangular 
course was beaten into a hopeless con­ 
fusion so that 
the 
Marconi system, 
wtth all its careful preparation, was 
available 
for 
but a single message 
throughout the entire day. 


It would not have been so exasper­ 
ating If the rival companies had been 
honestly striving to send their own bul­ 
letins, but much of 
the 
Interference 
was obviously malicious. 
Before the 
yachts had reached the first turn a 
thick haze overspread the course and 
shut them 
entirely 
from the view, 
of the shore observers. Then some in­ 
dulged in a guessing match, and one of 
Marconi’s opponent companies professed 
to have received a m essage giving the 
hour, minute and second at which each 
boa* turned the first mark. 
This was 
well enough until the official time was 
obtained from the committee boat and 
then it 
was disclosed, as had been 
suspected from the beginning, that this 
so-called wireless company w as pub­ 
lishing bulletins from shore observa­ 
tions and wild guesses tjiat bad not 
been transmitted by wireless telegraphy 
a t all.

The dispatch received from M. Zino­ 
vieff, R ussian am bassador a t C onstan­ 
tinople, announcing th a t the su ltan had 
yielded com pletely to R ussia's dem ands 
is as follows: 


“The porte h as taken the following 
m easures to fuilfii the dem ands of the 
R ussian governm ent. 
In addition to 
the condem nation and- execution of M. 
R ostkow skl's m urderers and the punish­ 
m ent of their accomplices, those officers 
w ho m ade disrespectful allusions to M. 
R ostkow ski are 
dism issed 
from 
the 
service. A careful search is being made 
for the persons who fired a t the consul’s 
carriage. 
All the officials, 24 in num ­ 
ber, whose nam es w ere handed to the 
porte as objects of unfavorable com­ 
m ent by the R ussian am bassador are 
relieved of their posts and handed over 
to justice. 
All private persons m en­ 
tioned in the sam e list as guilty of v a­ 
rious offenses will likewise be tried.

SANK IN A CANAL.

Mr. B etts, who says he saw the 
woman and baby drown, saved his wife 
as she sank the third tim e. She weighs 
over 200 pounds. 


T hirty persons were throw n into the 
w ater when the boat sank. 
Several of 
the m ale passengers did heroic work in 
getting them to shore. 
They were aid­ 
ed by the ship's crew. Much additional 
excitem ent w as caused by several men 
on the boat who became panic stricken 
and tried to throw women and children 
into the w ater. 
Search is being m ade 
to see if any bodies are a t the bottom 
of the canal. 


CLOSE DEMOCRATIC 


CONTEST IN OHIO. 


Columbus, Ohio, Aug. 23.—The close 
contest between M ayor Tom L. Johnson 
of Cleveland and John L. Zim m erm an 
of Springfield for 
the 
gubernatorial 
nom ination has caused more interest in 
the D em ocratic state convention this 
week than for m any years. W hile both 
claim a m ajority of the 690 delegates, 
the result depends on the settlem ent of 
contests involving 123 delegates. These 
contests are expected to prevent two 
congressional 
districts 
a t 
Cincinnati 
and one a t Cleveland from participating 
in the selection of mem bers of the com ­ 
m ittee, so th a t the com m ittee on cre­ 
dentials m ay have only 18 m em bers vot­ 
ing on the first contest th a t is passed 
on. 
By the custom of tak in g up the 
contests In alphabetical order, th a t of 
C uyahoga county would come first and 
it would likely be decided in favor of 
Johnson, so th at there would be 19 vot­ 
ing on the contests from other coun­ 
ties. 


The prelim inary contests extend to all 
p arts of th e organization of the con­ 
vention, 
Johnson says he could not 
m ake the race on a Zim m erm an p lat­ 
form and Zim m erm an says he could not 
run on a Johnson platform . 
Both are 
seeking a m ajority of the com m ittee on 
resolutions. 


John W. Bookwalter, rec jgnlzed as 
the Johnson 
candidate 
for 
United 
States Benator tonight, gave out the fol­ 
lowing:; 
“Much pleased and gratified as- I 
am at the mention of my name In con­ 
nection with the nomination for United' 
StateB senator by the Democratic state,

The m en of the 
party, though depressed, bore up better. 


M aitre 
Labori, her

Several m em bers of the ju ry 
who have given interview s are u n an i­ 
mous in saying th a t the person who did 
m ost to secure the conviction of the 
prisoners w as M adam e Therese herself, 
because her ram bling statem ents irri­ 
tated the jurym en. The forem an of the 
ju ry declares there w as no difference 
of opinion concerning 
the 
guilt 
of 
M adame Therese and her husband, but 
the ju ry ’s decision in the case of the 
two brothers D aurignac w as the result 
of m uch discussion. 
Their condem na­ 
tion was based solely on their com ­ 
plicity in the sw indling operations in 
connection w ith the R ente Viagere in­ 
surance concern. 


The aged m other of F rederic H um ­ 
bert and widow of Senator H um bert, 
whose nam e has been attached in con­ 
nection w ith the C raw ford swindle and 
with whom M adam e H um bert’s d augh­ 
ter and her sister, M ary D aurignac are 
staying, received the new s of the con­ 
dem nation from a reporter. 
She bore 
up bravely, and in d ig e n tly denounced 
the injustice of the verdict, declaring 
th a t an appeal would be m ade to the 
court of cassation. 
She and E ve H um ­ 
bert were perm itted to see the prisoners 
this afternoon. 
M adame Lucien H um ­ 
bert, a sister of M adam e Therese, like­ 
wise m aintains a firm belief in the lat- 
ter's innocence and declares th a t her 
fath er used to ta lk of R egnier to her 
mother.

M adam e H um bert yesterday in court 
testified to be the m an who left the 
fortune and who took the nam e of C raw ­ 
ford because of his notoriety as in term er

m erchant nam ed Phillips, lives a t Bois- 
slse-L e-B ertrand, near Melunk, not fa r 
from the 
Chateau

E aux Vives, 
which belonged to the H um bert fam ­ 
ily. 
She declares she never had any 
intercourse with the H um bert fam ily 
and never heard her fath er m ention 
their names. 
She added th a t she had 
tw o sisters settled in England* and also 
a half-brother whose w hereabouts she 
does not know. 


STORMY SESSION OF 


CENTRAL FEDERATION. 


New York. Aug. 23.—At the close of 
a stormy session of the Central Federa­ 
tion union today It was voted to stand 
by the Marine Machinists union in the 
strike for an increase in wages. Thrs 
was taken to mean that a sympathetic 
strike. tlelng up all the ship yards in 
New York and vicinity may be ordered 
this week. 


The conference committee.reported 
that in their efforts last Friday to come 
to some agreement with the employers 
they had made no progress, that the em­ 
ployers positively refused to ' consider 
minimum of $3 per day or.to grant 
"any iincrease. 
' 
V-C-- ■ 
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R eport h as been rife during the past- 
10 days 'tiiQt the trainm en would next 
be called upon to quit -their positions, 
effectively closing 
every 
avenue 
jf 
egress for ores from the Cripple Creek 
district. These reports are beuig givtui 
som e credence, so much so, a t least, 
as to find their way several tim es into 
the new spaper accounts of the strike. 


A ny participation 
in 
the 
present 
labor disturbances by the trainm en of 
the three roads leading out of the gold 
cam p is impossible. Tnis view is based 
on the announced attitu d e of the g reat 
railw ay unions 
controlling 
the 
em ­ 
ployes of these roads, upon the subject 
of sym pathetic strikes. The differences 
between the employers and tije 
em ­ 
ployed a t the Colorado City mills, w hich 
have involved a general strike of the 
Cripple Creek miners, have no connec­ 
tion w hatever with the trainm en, ex­ 
cept th a t the three railroads, as com -' 
mon carriers, haul approxim ately 50 per 
cent of the ore product to the valley 
mills. 
The only m anner, therefore, by 
w hich these trainm en could be called 
out would be %y the declaration of a 
sym pathetic strike. 


Such action would have to be taken 
by the trainm en themselves, by order 
of the several grand m asters, as the v a ­ 
rious train m en ’s organization are in no 
way affiliated with the W estern F ed ­ 
eration of M iners. 


Attitude of Trainmen. 


Upon 
th is 
score the extended cor­ 
respondence between President Charles 
M oyer of the W estern Federation of 
MJnqrs on the one hand and the late 
P M. A rthur, grand chief engineer of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive E ngi­ 
neers; P. H. Morrissey, grand mastei-, 
and E. E. Clark, grand chief of the 
O rder of R ailw ay Conductors on 
the 
other last March, outlines in distinct 
term s the position of the affiliated ra il­ 
w ay unions on the m atter of sym pa­ 
thetic strikes. The position then taken 
is, concisely, th a t the unions cannot 
under their by-Jaws and constitutions 
go out on sym pathetic strikes, as such 
a procedure is strictly forbidden. 
This 
rule has been religiously lived up to In 
the east by the 
three 
organizations 
m entioned, 
even 
when 
there 
were 
strikes On railroads where a sym pa­ 
thetic 
coalition 
of 
several 
railw ay 
unions would have 
been 
im m ensely 
beneficial to the cause of the strikers. 


The occasion of the correspondence, 
which w as first given in the R ailroad 
T rainm en’s Journal and is reprinted in 
the A ugust num ber of 
the 
R ailw ay 
Conductor, one of 
the 
au thoritative 
railw ay journals, was the appeal m ade 
M arch 5 la st by the president of the 
W estern F ederation of M iners to P. H. 
M orrissey, 
asking 
th a t 
the 
tra in ­ 
m en 
w orking 
on 
the 
three 
C rip­ 
ple 
Creek 
railroads 
be 
im m ediate­ 
ly 
called 
out 
on 
a 
sym pathetic 
strike. 
The m atter was given 
im ­ 
m ediate attention by 
Mr. 
M orrissey, 
a fter w hich a lengthy reply w as m ade 
by him in which it w as stated th a t it 
was entirely w ithout the pow er of him ­ 
self or his organization to declare a 
sym pathetic strike against the m ines 
and mills of the Cripple Creek district. 
Mr. M orrissey is fair to all sides in the 
discussion of why his organization was 
unable to comply with the request of 
the president of the W estern F edera­ 
tion of M iners, he said, in p art: 
M o rrissey ’s O bjections 
“I m ust say, however, th a t it would 
be wholly w ithout my authority to give 
official sanction to our m em bers 
re­ 
fusing to handle cars containing con­ 
signm ents to this plant, 
(i. e. 
The, 
Standard, a t Colorado City.) 
Such a 
course would be contrary not only, tó 
the law s of our Brotherhood, b u t ' Î 
believe contrary to good policy. 
W e believe it is w rong to do in ju ry to 
an em ployer w ith w hom our organiza­ 
tion is on friendly term s,w hose employes 
are satisfied w ith their 
w ages 
and 
w orking conditions, and possibly w ith 
whom an agreem ent exists in the nam e 
of our B rotherhood, for th e purpose of 
injuring a patron of our em ployer be­ 
cause such person happens to have an 
issue w ith Its em ployes.” 


Mr. M orrissey then proceeded to dis­ 
cuss sym pathetic strik es a t some length, 
draw ing the conclusion th a t there w as 
a grow ing conviction ajnong m em bers 
of organized labor th a t they are im 
practicable and undesirable. 


Clark Also Objected. 


E. E. Clark, grand chief of the O rder 
of R ailw ay Conductors, another pow er­ 
ful railroad organization, took the sam e 
ground as Mr. M orrissey and said, in 
w riting from Cedar R apids, la., under 
date of M arch 6: 


“Our order has v ery clearly defined 
law s which we are obliged to abide by 
and adm inister, and, of course, we m ust 
observe those law s and respent our obli­ 
gations. 
I could not sanction an y ac­ 
tion on the p a rt of any of our m em ­ 
bers which w as not taken in accord­ 
ance w ith our law s.” 


A ssuring the W estern Federation of 
its fraternal feeling and sym pathy, Mr. 
C lark stated th a t to call a sym pathetic 
strike of the Cripple Creek trainm en 
would involve the organization, in a 
tangle of com plications the outcom e of 
which would be m ost doubtful. 


The president of .the W estern F ed­ 
eration of M iners also w rote the late 
P. M. A rthur, then grand chief en-, 
gineer of th e B rotherhood of Locom o­ 
tive Engineers, an d received a reply 
declining to call out the engineers on a 
sym pathetic strike on the sam e grounds 
as the trainm en and, conductors had re­ 
fused. Mr. A rth u r’sïle tte r w as in p art: 
C hief A r th u r R efuses. 


“In reply will say th a t you are asklrilg 
m e to do som ething th a t I have no au ­ 
thority w hatever to do. 
The policy of 
the Brotherhood 
of Locom otive 
E n ­ 
gineers has been, w hen other organiza­ 
tions have been engaged In a conflict to 
rem ain neutral. 
T he m em bers of the 
B. of L. E. are prohibited by law from 
taking the place * of a.' strik er w here a 
strike has been authorized by a labor 
organization. 
Thè engineers who are 
m em bers of the B, o f L. E. have no 
right w hatever to. refusé to haul cars 
from w hatever source they come; by fio 
doing they can be'dlsm lssed fo r insub­ 
ordination and lay them selves liable to 
prosecution by tthe division of the B. of- 
L. E. of v h ich th ey are m em bers. 


“The B. of L. E . can sym pathize and 
render financial aid to m em bers of- 
other labor organizations who are en­ 
gaged in a struggle ag ain st ty ran n y and 
oppression, b u t ioi refuse to h au l cars 
loaded w ith o re 'ô î^ a n y o th er product, 
th a t they cannot-do' under the law s of 
the organization. * * * M y duties are 
clearly defined in th e constitution and 
by-law s of our «organization and 1 have 
no m ore rig h t to deviate therefrom than 
an individual member« so th a t I cannot 
comply w ith *your request to come to 
Denver for the purpose of Inquiring 
into the trouble you com plain of.” 


It will be seen, from the above offi­ 
cial correspondence of the heads of the 
three great railroad unions, the engi­ 
neers, the conductors aiid. the trainmen', 
that the constitutions and by-laws of 
these organizations stand out unquali­ 
fiedly 
and in -• unmistakable terms 
against sympathetic strikes and in ask­ 
ing: the grand chiefs of these bodies to 
order such a strike President Moyer 
was Insisting that, they break over the 
laws governing .these „.three great fed­ 
erations.

P. M. A rthur, and w as w ritten from 
D enver under date of April 16. I t reads 
in p art: 


“My D ear B rother:—I received your 
inspiring letter of M arch 28, and I m ust 
say, th a t its contents revealed to me a 
conservatism in 
the 
organization of 
w hich you are the g ra n d . chief th a t 
should m eet w ith the laudatory encom i­ 
um s 
of 
every railroad m agnate and 
com oration In the U nited States. 
The 
isolation 
of your 
organization 
from 
every other departm ent of labor, will 
commend itself to Gould, Hill, H arri- 
m an, V anderbilt, and even J. Pierpont 
M organ could raise no serious objection 
to a labor organization th a t stands 
alone and refuses to co-operate w ith 
the vassals of oppression 
who 
rebel 
against Industrial serfdom .” 


President Moyer th'-n proceeded in the 
letter to charge 
Chief 
A rthur 
w ith 
standing in w ith the railroads and w ith 
accepting free tran sp o rtatio n and even 
free Pullm an service. Of the .latter he 
said: 


“ Even the Pullm an C ar com pany th at 
securcd federal artillery to slaughter 
the strik ers in 1894, felt honored when 
you accepted a com plim entary to travel 
In their m oving palaces.” 


R eferring to Chief A rth u r’s statem ent 
th a t he w as bound by the laws of the 
organization he represents, to discharge 
employes 
violating 
rules. 
President 
M oyer says in the letter quoted: 
“A ccording to th a t statem ent your 
position is as autocratic as th a t of the 
crowned head of R ussia whose absolute 
despotism populated Siberia w ith men 
and women who failed to m erit royal 
‘sanction.’ ” 


He Jumps on Clark 
E. E. Clark, grand conductor of the 
Order of R ailw ay Conductors, w as re­ 
ferred to in m uch the sam e term s as 
Chief A rthur. 
Mr. Moyer charges tjiat 
the form er has been associating w ith 
men of celebrity in W ashington as a 
m em ber of the strike commission ap ­ 
pointed by P resident 
Roosevelt, and 
says: 
“Behold this young m an, a rep­ 
resentative of labor, w orthy of being 
rew arded w ith a federal plum . I do not 
expect to receive m uch consideration at 
his hands for the W estern Federation 
of M iners.” 


The attitu d e taken by the engineers, 
conductors and trainm en Is fortified by 
th a t taken by 
th« switchm en of th e 
country. The T rainm en's Journal says, 
'Sn this connection: 


“O rganizer Connors, who has sounded 
the horn w herever he has gone in de­ 
fe n se of the switchm en, said: 
'Sym pa­ 
thetic strikes are bad a t any tim e.” To 
clinch the position m apped out for the 
future, the Sw itchm en’s Journal said: 
" It w ants to be thoroughly under­ 
stood by all m em bers of the Sw itch­ 
m en’s union th at any m em ber or lodge 
of the organization th at participates In 
any sym pathetic strike w ithout th e?cpn- 
sent of the grand m aster will be im m e­ 
diately expelled. 
This Is good, plain 
English and it cannot be m isunder­ 
stood.” 


The T rainm en’s Journal 
takes 
up 
P resident M byer’s attitude, on the strike 
and attack s him vigorously. 
In con­ 
cluding its article it says: 


“I t sim ply places Mr. M oyer in the 
sam e position th a t so m any of the 
new er leaders of labor 
unions 
find 
them selves. 
H e advocates a tem porary 
b etterm ent of condition and Is w illing 
to sacrifice the entire fu tu re of his or­ 
ganization to secure som ething for the 
im m ediate present.” 


In Colorado City. 


A ccording to Colorado City m em bers 
of the Order of R ailw ay Conductors and 
the Brotherhood of R ailw ay Trainm en, 
neither organization will be affected. 


The friction a t Colorado City began 
last w inter during the strike, when the 
m llftla placed the tow n under m artial 
law. At th a t tim e, it is reported. P resi­ 
dent Moyer of the W estern Federation 
of Miners, telegraphed Mr. M orrissey, 
the head of the B. R. T.t to the effect 
th a t Colorado trainm en and m em bers 
of the O. R. C. were aiding the mill 
operators. 


Cause of Friction. 


The m atter w as Investigated and, as 
It afterw ards developed. It was found 
th a t the giving of aid to the operators 
consisted in carrying c a rs ' of ore from 
the Cripple Creek d istrict to the Colo­ 
rado C ity mills which had been de­ 
clared unfair. 


President M orrissey a t once took up 
the m a tte r w ith President Moyer, ex­ 
plaining th a t the trainm en were not a t 
liberty to call a strike, adding th a t it 
w as against the principles of the union, 
and, as he believed It, “th a t it woujd 
not only be against the rules of the 
trainm en, but ag ain st good judgm ent.” 


Relations Strained. 


Since th a t tim e there has been con­ 
siderable ill-feeling 
between 
the or­ 
ganizations, and the W estern F edera­ 
tion of M iners and the local m em bers of 
the B. R. T. and the O. R. C. assert 
th a t there is absolutely no probability 
of the tw o orders being called out on a 
strik e because of the strike 
of 
the 
m iners. 


P resident Moyer, they assert, has, on 
num erous occasions, taken pains to be­ 
little the O. R. C. and the B. R. T., and 
th is has fanned the .flam e, until the 
relations between the W estern Federa­ 
tion of M iners and the two railroad or­ 
ganizations are strained to a consider­ 
able extent. 


Clash Occurs on Cheyenne Canon Line and Pas- 
sengers are Badly Shaken Up~Motorman 
Davis Suspended Pending Investigation. 


A rear-end collision occurred on 
the 
Cheyenne canon street car line shortly 
before 11 o’clock last night, resulting in 
the serious Injury of two women, Mrs. 
William ¡Parks, of 702 South Cascade, and 
Mrs. Sarah M. Lane, of F lat River, Mo. 


The collision occurred about 200 yards 
west of the switch at the Broadmoor 
cut-off, and w^s one of the most serious 
accidents that has occurred on the line. 


There were a number of cars returning 
from the canon, all of them crowded, 
each one following the other at a very 
short distance apart. 
Ju st 
before the 
Broadmoor switch was 
reached Jasper 
Davis, the motorman on car No. 22, which 
carried a trailer, turned his head to see 
the distance between his car and the one 
following. 
As he did so, Charles Ford, 
motorman on car No. 43, which was just 
in front of Davis’ car, stopped to allow 
passenger to alight. 
In an instant 
Davis' , car had crashed into the rear end 
of car No. 43, and Mrs. Parks and Mrs. 
Lane, who were sitting on the front seat 
of the trailer, were thrown to the ground. 
The passengers on .both cars were pltohed 
forward with considerable 
force, many 
coming in contact with the backs of the 
seats in front of them. 1 
The women who had been thrown out 
were picked up and placed in the car In 
front and a quick run was made to the 
car barns at Rio Qrande street. 
There 
an ambulance was called and they were 
conveyed 
to their homes. 
Mrs. Parks 
was taken to 702 South Cascade avenue, 
and Mrs. Lane to 711 South Cascade, and 
Drs. William Swan, F. B. Rothrock, J. 
T. Estill 
and Forest Estill 
were sum ­ 
moned. 


Mrs. Lane’s Injuries. 


Mrs. Lane, who suffered the m ost 
from the accident, is alm ost 73 years 
old. 
H er home is in F la t River, Mis­ 
souri, hut she has been visiting 
her 
daughter, Mrs. Ellis M atkin, a t 
711 
South Cascade avenue, 
for 
several 
weeks. 
She is a friend of the P ark s 
fam ily, and. In com pany w ith Mr. and 
M rs. P arks, w ent out to the canons in 
the afternoon. 


A h asty exam ination of the w om an's 
injuries by the physicians last night de­ 
veloped a broken rib on the left side. 
H er spine w as also injured, and it is 
feared th a t she' m ay have sustained 
serious internal 
injuries. 
Mrs. 
Lane 
suffered g reat pain during the evening, 
and it w as thought for a tim e th a t her 
injuries m ight prove fatal, but, despite 
her extrem e age and the natu re of the 
injuries, both Dr. Swan and Dr. E still 
believe she will recover. 


"She is quite badly h u rt,” 
said Dr. 
E still a fte r he 
had 
exam ined 
Mrs. 
L ane’s .injuries w ith Dr. Swan, “but we 
think she will pull through all rig h t.” 
Mrs. M atkin, daughter of the injured 
woman, whose husband is an employe 
of the 
Colorado 
Springs 
In teru rb an 
company, w as greatly shocked by the 
accident, but w as able to assist the 
physicians In caring for her m other. A 
num ber of her neighbors volunteered 
assistance and several street car em ­ 
ployes called to hear the extent of Mrs. 
L ane's injuries. 
Mrs. M atkin seemed 
unable to talk about the accident, and 
would only say “She is my m other, 
and I cannot talk about it.” 


Cauffht Under Wheels. 


Mrs. P ark s .was throw n from the car 
in such a m anner th a t her right foot 
got caught under 
the 
wheels. 
H er 
shoe w as torn off and h er heel 
badly 
crushed. 
; 


Neither of the women was rendered un­ 
consciousness, but Mrs. „ Parks swooned 


were 
several time?, while her injuries 
dressed. 
Neighbor women when nntm j 
of. the accident, called ana volunteered 
assistance to Mr. Parks, who waT

self on the front of the car and nario^i' 
escaped being thrown off.

An examination of Mrs. Parks' ri„h, 
shoe^ shows that the wheel of the 
passed over the foot at about the. mi*».

Denver, ,Aug. 22.—The investigation 
by the health-bureau as to the connec­ 
tion between the sale of impure milk 
and 
the 
Unprecedented 
death 
rate 
among, infants in; Denver has startled 
the public.. 


It is ■shO’frn by the records; of the 
health bureau that the entire number of 
deaths last year among children under 
the age of, two years was only 38 fyom' 
all causes. 
Thus far this year, there 
have been 75 deaths, of children under 
the same age. that can be directly traced 
to impure milk. 
Sixty per cent of the 
deaths ha^ve been from enteric colic. 
The use of formaldehyde is alleged by 
the health board as the direct cause of 
death. 


Investigation today revealed the fact 
that the m ilk, and cream furnished' to 
the county, St, Luke’s 
and 
St. An­ 
thony’s hospitals were all drugged with 
the deadly „stuff. It is understood that 
action against eight dairymen will be 
brought Monday. Commissioner Clough 
declares that they have traced the 
cream and m ilk which have been the 
cause of death of so many infants to 
these dairymen and that they will be 
punished to, the full extent of the law. 
It is alleged that the drugged milk fur­ 
nished the hospitals came from one 
place which claim s to sell pasteurized 
milk. 


_ It has .been discovered by the health 
bureau during the course of its inves­ 
tigation that the cream responsible for 
the illness of a large number of people 
in Colorado 
Springs 
came from a 
creamery company with headquarters 
in Nebraska which recently purchased 
two large creameries in the vicinity of 
Denver. 


Today Commissioner Clough received 
a communication from President C. E. 
Bull and Secretary C. P. Allen of the. 
Dairymen’s association declaring thtft 
that organization was in full accord 
with the steps taken by thfe health 
board and would do everything within 
its poorer to detect and punish persons 
selling adulterated 
milk 
and créam. 
This association in its communication 
urges that the health board be assisted 
by its members and that samples of 
mill: and cream be freely furnished 
for analysis and that they urge the 
public to assist by securing and for­ 
warding to the health board samples 
of milk and cream which they may 
suspect 
of 
adulteration. 
The com­ 
munication alleges that several of the 
laige concerns have been attempting to 
drive out the little men by selling at 
low prices and making their profits by 
shipping’ milk and cream from great 
distances, the articles being preserved 
through the use of “freezine” and for­ 
maldehyde.

Salisbury’s Career Ends 
on Anniversary. 


GREAT STATESMAN DIES 


VISCOUNT 
CRANBORNE 
NOW 
ASSUM ES THE TITLE—OTHER 
CHANGÉS A R E INVOLVED 


B Y THE DEATH. 


London, Aug. 22.—Lord Salisbury died 
peacefully at 9:05 o'clock tonight. Death 
occurred on the fiftieth anniversary of 
his entry into public life as a member 
of the house of commons for Stan­ 
ford. 


During the past 48 hours the end 
was seen to be inevitable, tho great 
frame of England’s ex-premler being 
sustained only by the constant use of 
e^cygen. 
Even the administration of 


oxygen failed of effect as the evening 
advanced and soon after the shadows 
had crept up from the valley and 
en­ 
shrouded the dull red walls of Hatfield 
house 
the. 
distinguished 
statesman, 
making the last effort of his life, turned 
slightly toward his favorite daughter, 
Lady Gwendolyne Cecil, who was kneel­ 
ing beside him 
and 
then 
quietly 
breathed his last. 


Lord Edward Cecil had been warned 
early this afternoon by telegraph that 
the end was near. 
All the other mem­ 
bers of his lordship’s fam ily had gather­ 
ed at the bedside.

The elevation of Lord Cranborne to 
the house of lords creates a vacancy 
in the Rochester district and probably 
will entail the selection of a new under 
secretary of foreign affairs. 


The ex-premier, though retired from 
political life, was an important figure 
in many public ways.

FA ILED TO SAVE 


FRENCH SW INDLER?. 


Paris, Aug. 22.—One of the greatest 
criminal trials in the history of France 
culminated tonight when the jury in 
the court of assizes rendered a verdict 
of guilty against Therese and Frederic 
Humbert and Romain and Emile Dau- 
rignac. 


After a brief deliberation the court 
sentenced Therese and Frederic Hum­ 
bert each to five years and to a fitje 
of 100 francs, Emil Daurignac to three 
years and Romain Daurignac to two 
years. 


The verdict was reached after the 
jury had been out 
four 
and a half 
hours. 
When the 
verdict 
was 
pro­ 
nounced Therese and Frederic 
Hum­ 
bert, weeping, embraced each other. 
Romain Daurignac tried to console his 
sister, whispering to her: 


"Remember, we are 
not 
separated 
even in the hour of our adversity.” 


Therese Humbert seemed to be hope­ 
ful until the last, maintaining that tho 
jury was certain to bring in a verdict of 
acquittal. 
Even 
after 
condemnation 
her emotion was only momentary. She 
soon resumed her self-possession and 
thanked Dr. Floquet for his ministra­ 
tions. 
Showing him the fan which he 
had given her, she said: 


“I shall always preserve this as a 
precious token of the care, even more 
moral than physical, which you have 
bestowed upon me during the painful 
hours I have just gone through.” 


She also thanked Maitre Labori and 
the other counsel for the defense. Then, 
turning to the military guard she indi­ 
cated her readiness to go back to the 
cells of the Conciergerie prison. 


Frederic Humbert acted 
as 
though 
dazed by the shock of conviction, his 
thin face assuming a ghastly pallor. 


Romain and Emile 
Daurignac pre­ 
served an air of stolid indifference. 


The sentences came as the culmina­ 
tion of a day of sensational interest. 
The chief event preceding the verdict 
was the dramatic 
revelations 
which 
Therese Humbert had so long promised 
in the making of which she disclosed the 
same genius which had marked her 
entire career as indicated by her selec­ 
tion of the mysterious name of Regnier 
as the real Crawford. 
Regnier figures 
in the dark page of the Franco-German 
war 
as 
the 
Intermediary 
between 
Prince Bismarck and Marshal Bazaine 
for the surrender of Metz. 
The court 
and spectators listened to the recital 
with 
an amazement 
amounting 
to 
stupefaction. 
It 
was 
evident 
that 
Therese Humbert sought to bring into 
the case one of the supreme events of 
the war of 1870 for the purpose of 
introduced another mystery to confuse 
the court and delay 
the result, 
but 
court, jury and spectators alike were 
unconvinced, as her references to Reg­ 
nier were most vague and did not ex­ 
plain . his relationship to the younger 
Crawford. 


Although Therese 
did not 
indicate 
whence Regnier’s millions came, it was 
apparently part of her plan to create the 
impression that Regnier had received 
a vast sum for inducing Marshall Ba­ 
zaine to surrender Metz. 
The incon­ 
clusive character of the revelations was 
showm by the fact that the court did 
not take v the slightest judicial cogniz­ 
ance of them and immediately submit­ 
ted the case to the jury. - The jury like­ 
wise treated the revelation as a sub­ 
terfuge and returned a verdict of guilty 
upon all the material points.

Washington, Aug. 22.—The first an­ 
nual report of the arid land reclama­ 
tion service of the geological survey, 
made by F. H. Newell, who is in charge 
of it, has been completed and soon will 
be made public, it gives detailed infor­ 
mation of the work to date for the es­ 
tablishment of a system of irVigation 
under the direction of the national gov­ 
ernment. It appears that work has been 
carried on in the different localities in 
the various states and territories, as 
follows: 


On Salt and Gila rivers in Arizona; 
on Colorado river in California:

North Platte, 
Gunnison 
and 
Grand 
rivers in Colorado; on Snake river in 
Idaho; on the deep well problems of 
western Kansas; on Milk river in Mon­ 
tana; on the, artesian well probabilities 
of western Nebraska; on Carson ami 
Truckee rivers in Nevada; on the ar­ 
tesian probabilities of central Oregon;

M ANY IN JU R E D A N D DYING. 


Chehalls, Wash., Aug. 22.—An excur­ 
sion train on the Northern Pacific, con­ 
sisting of an engine and seven coaches, 
en route to the Elks clam bake at 
Olympia^ was wrecked about 11 o’clock 
this morning, two miles south of here. 
Two people were killed, four fatally 
injured amd about 30 seriously hurt. 


The train left Portland at 7:30 this 
morning, every car being-crowded with 
prominent Elks of this city and their 
families and friends. 
The train was 
running at a good rate of speed when 
the rails spread, throvvidg the engine 
down an embankment 40.feet. 


Three coaches piled on top of the en­ 
gine and to add horror ito the scene, 
the boiler of the engine exploded, throw­ 
ing scalding water and steam for many 
yards around. 
The fourth, fifth and 
sixth coaches left the track, but only 
the front end of the fourth ear went 
over the bank. 
The seventh coach is 
the only one that did not leave the 
rails. 


Nearly everyone In the first coach 
was injured, most of them having their 
legs or arms broken. 
Those who es­ 
caped Injury started to assist the in­ 
jured and pull them from the wreck. 
Several doctors were on the train and 
within a short time they were binding 
wounds or setting broken limbs. 
A 
messenger hurried to Chehalls with the 
news and a train of flat cars was sent 
to the scene of the wreck to bear the 
Injured to the hospital here. 
Every 
doctor in Chehalls and Centralia; hur­ 
ried to the wreck and a special train 
was sent from Tacoma with doctors and 
nurses. Most of the injured being from 
Portland, were sent there on the special 
hospital train or by the regular trains 
which passed through.

A Problem W ith W hich the M ilitary 
A uthorities H ave to Deal. 


One of the most 
delicate 
problems 
with which the military authorities have 
to deal is the army officer's wife. 
In 
the navy, where the duty separates the 
officer from his family, there are none 
of the trying considerations induced by 
garrison life in the army. 
One of the 
features of this social factor is the 
appointment to commissions of men who 
have served in the enlisted force., and 
there is always the terror that an army 
officer, no matter whence he comes, 
shall bring with him a wife who is not 
up to the service standard. 
The mere 
suggestion of anything which will add 
to this problem is calculated to throw, 
the military establishment into ethical 
hysteria; yet one officer, Captain T. 
Bentley Mott, of the artillery corps, in 
a certain plan he has proposed, has ap­ 
proached this subject with fearlessness 
and defiance and met the Issue with 
candor. 


He has suggested that army commis- 
f!ops bp 
to th" older r.on-com- 


missioned officers, partly as a reward to 
that class and an inducement to have 
good soldiers remain in the service, and 
partly in order to obtain junior army 
officers 
of 
experience 
and 
ability. 
Among other things he anticipates the 
objection which may be raised on the 
ground that these old soldiers are likely 
to be "Impossibly” married. 
But he 
says there are no social deficiencies oif 
men promoted after 15 years of service 
in the ranks which are not offset every 
day in the problems presented by men 
who have been coming into army com­ 
missions by way of W est Point and 
the ranks. 
He says that four years 
spent at the military academy, or a less 
time at a military post as an enlisted 
man, do not alter the origin, tastes, or 
social peculiarities of people who come 
from all classes of our democratic life, 
and he believes that a short time as a 
commissioned officer 
will 
harmonize 
“those affinities natural to all agglom ­ 
erations 
of 
individuals." 
He 
adds: 
“The same would happen to the soldier 
commissioned after 15 or 20 years of 
service, whether married or single: his 
official social position would be shortly 
fixed by exactly those forces which to­ 
day determine thp place of all officers, 
whether they conje from W est Point or 
the ranks. As for his wife, if in a m at­ 
ter vitally affecting the efficiency of our 
army we must consider that question, 
there is no reason to suppose that she 
would greatly differ from the women 
whom many officers now marry, or that 
her troubles or other people’s concern­ 
ing her would be a matter of real Im­ 
portance to the service." 


It 1= a long time since any officer 
has been so straightforward and em­ 
phatic in treating of a subject which 
most army people have spoken of in 
nothing above a bated breath.—(Har­ 
per's Weekly.

ASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 22.-G eneral 
Wood is not to be governor of the 
Philippines, 
it has been suggested 
that the proposed selection of Governor 
’T aft as a successor of Secretary Root originates 
in a desire on the part of the president to pre­ 
pare the way for the appointment of General 
Wood. 
It can be stated, however, positively 
th at as m atters stand today at least, General 
Wood's name is not even under consideration 
in such a connection. 


It Is also known that when General Wood 
k>ft W ashington he went to the Philippines 
solely for the purpose of acquiring military ex­ 
perience. 
He has recognized in the past that 
while his services have been highly valued, 
they have been mostly of a civil character. For 
these services he was given military advance­ 
ment. The Philippines is the only place where 
a large military establishment is still in ex­ 
istence, and where active campaigning is still 
In progress, therefore, the only place where the 
desired experience could be secured. 
- Undoubtedly, General Wood expects in time 
to be given supreme military command in the 
islands, and this will probably be given him 
upon the retirem ent of General Wade. 
It can 
be most confidently stated that no thought of 
a civil commission was in General Wood’s 
mind when he applied for detail to the Philip­ 
pines. 
The appointment of Wood to succeed 
T aft would be looked upon by the president’s 
strongest friends as a most impolitic action. 
He would have to be confirmed by the senate 
and such confirmation (^vould be extremely 
doubtful. 
It would be difficult to convince the 
people of the Philippines that Wood was to be 
civil and not military governor and that a 
backward step had not been taken in the ad­ 
m inistration o f the islands’ a ffairs. 


NO VACANCY IN WAR OFFICE. 


To assume that there is a vacancy in the 


office of secretary of war, because of the an­ 
nounced intention of Secretary Root to resign, 
is premature. 


The secretary’s closest friends are confident 
in their belief that he will continue to be sec­ 
retary for many months to come, and possibly 
until the next national campaign, or possibly 
until the next election. The president unques­ 
tionably has Secretary Root's resignation in 
hand, for use in case of a national crists-should 
such arise in the secretary’s absence. If compli- 
, cations should suddenly crop out with Russia, 
China, Japan or any other country, immediate 
action would be necessary, and the president 
would undoubtedly allow Mr. Root to complete 
his labors upon the important Alaskan Boundary 
commission and induct some strong, capable 
man into office. 
Barring such an emergency 
as this, however, Secretary Root -frill udoubt- 
edly return to his desk in the war department 
in November, and will again take up his plans 
for the reorganization of the army and vari­ 
ous other m atters in which he is keenly inter­ 
ested, but which are yet in the nature of un­ 
finished business. 


It goes without saying also that there are 
political reasons why the secretary should not 
deprive the president of his valuable support 
at a time in his political history when he needs 
such a strong and capable friend as the secre­ 
tary has proven himself to be. 
For these and 
other compelling reasons it is safe to say that, 
while Secretary Root may have announced his 
intention of resigning he did not mean that it 
was to be tomorrow or the next day, but rather 
that it would take effect when he could agree­ 
ably and comfortably let go without detriment 
to his own work or to the administration for 
the success o? which he is largely responsible. 


UNWISE AND DANGEROUS CRITICISM. 


The many eastern people and prominent gov­ 
ernment officials who assisted materially in 
overcoming 
the 
very 
dangerous 
opposition 
which was encountered to the National Irri­ 
gation act last winter are rather puzzled at the 
apparently systematic attack now being made 
in the west and elsewhere upon the branch of 
government carrying on the work. 


It might be well for the people of the public 
lands states and territories to recognize the fact 
that the passage of this law, with its liberal 


appropriation for western enterprises, was se- 
, cured by main strength. 
If the western sena­ 
tors had not stood together and employed every 
means known to legislation and had not the 
president brought his personal influence to bear 
in the house, this law would have failed. There 
are many members of congress today who would 
be glad to vote for its repeal and hence would 
welcome any failure to carry out its provisions 
successfully. 
It is early in the game, there­ 
fore, for vicious criticism or faultfinding. More 
will be accomplished for the west by one un­ 
questioned success in the building of a govern­ 
m ent irrigation enterprise than in any other 
way 


The work is being carried out with great care 
and intelligence by those in charge, and every 
possible condition is. taken into consideration. 
When it is announced, therefore, that the gov­ 
ernment has accepted certain plans and decided 
to take up certain work, it would be well for 
communities favorable to national irrigation, 
however remote from the scene of immediate 
operations at this particular time, to keep their 
hands off until the work has achieved such mo­ 
mentum that local jealousy or unfriendly criti­ 
cism will fail to obstruct progress. 


MILES IN PARADE AND IN SERVICE. 


Lieutenant General Miles has been character­ 
ized many times as a dandy and a poseur. 


Perhaps the foundation of the accusation lay 
in the fact that Miles has a keen appreciation 
of the eternal fitness of things. His subordinates 
in rank have grumbled at the amount of gold 
lace that he is said to have added to the dress 
uniform, but some of them have fidgeted miser­ 
ably while they paraded their brilliant dress 
under his eyes. 


A little incident in point took place on the 
Comanche, the transport which General Miles 
used as a night hotel, in the harbor off Ponce 
during the Pcrto Rican campaign. The general 
was working bver a map of the island with his 
aide. Colonel Maus, when Generals Brooke and 
Sheridan, who had just arrived on the trans­ 
port Chickasaw, entered the cabin. 
They were 
in full regalia, all except Brooke’s shoes. They 
were tan, yellow, and all the breadth of his 
sash, the height of his hot chapeau, the giisleu 
of his lace could not modify them. 
The two 
generals got a nod from the commanding of­ 


ficer, and sat down at the other end of the 
cabin. 
They looked very much dressed, for 
Miles was in khaki, khaki crumpled and not 
over nice, and his linen was woolen, and dark 
at that. The work went on uninterruptedly for 
what seemed an awfully long time, though it 
could have been only a few minutes, and then 
Miles took Brooke aside and talked with him 
for almost an hour—not, however, on the sub­ 
ject of tan shoes. 


When Miles goes to have his picture "took,” 
he is very wonderful to look upon, also in a pa­ 
rade. He says he would order a captain out of 
his presence who would report in soiled gloves 
or a home-made uniform, but in the field It was 
different. 


MISS REELS W ONDERFUL WORK. 


Among the few interesting people who have 
ventured to be in Washington this August is 
Miss Estelle Reel, the superintendent of Indian 
schools. 
Miss Reel is so well known through­ 
out the west that it seems like the revival of 
a threadbare nine-days-wonder when one hears 
easterners express doubt that such work can be 
done by a woman. 


It is wonderful enough for a woman to travel 
from coast to coast every year in the super­ 
vision of hundreds of schools, but it becomes 
positively marvelous when most of the jour­ 
neying lias to be done in stage, on horsseback, 
and sometimes by canoe. 
The most perilous 
journey she has to perform is up the Colorado 
river, where she is obliged to board a barge and 
make a two days’ journey with a couple of In­ 
dians to paddle. 


She is physician, nurse, teacher and super­ 
intendent all rolled into one sometimes. 
To 
the Indian schools lying at great distance from 
the railroads, her visit is an event of great im­ 
portance, especially as she arrives provided 
With a miniature pharmacy, and deals out relief 
pills and educational alternatively. 


Miss Reel’s great aim has been to bring the 
handicraft of the Indians to the front. 
In a 
personal tour which she made of the eastern 
curio shops, she found that more Indian than 
oriental ware was being sold, for the craze for 
Indian rooms is stronger than even the craze 
fur Turkish dens. The Indian curios are bring­ 
ing higher prices, too, than the oriental bric- 
a-brac, and Mr. Redskin has learned this just 
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as rapidly as he learned how to use aniline 
dyes and Germantown in the manufacture of 
blankets, in place of the old vegetable 
dyes. 
Miss Reel is not the only one who deprecates 
his imitations. Lately she has issued a clrcuiur 
asking the names of the Indians who can teach 
the children the art of basket-making, and the 
symbols of the old Indian folk lore.

L o rd S a lisb u ry 's c a re e r h as been a n ev e n tfu l one. 
H e h a s w itn e ssed m a n y a s tirrin g scene in E n g lish p o liti­ 
cal h isto ry . In fact, he h as had an im p o rta n t sh a re in th e 
d iscu ssio n of a ll p o litic a l q u e stio n s in th e a d m in is tra tio n s

Oregon has experim ented w ith the in­ 
itiative and referendum , and the experi­ 
ence of th a t s ta te m ight profitably be 
considered by our Populist friends d u r­ 
ing the days th a t intervene betw een now 
and the d ate of th eir com ing m eeting. 
In 
1898 by an alm ost unanim ous vote the 
people of Oregon adopted an am endm ent 
to the sta te constitution. 
They believed

would be able to prevent the abuses in­ 
cident upon the activity of the corpora­ 
tion lobbies in th e legislative halls. They 
welcomed th e new ¿lan as a p anacea for 
aiM ifeislativ* evils.

to prevent any b u t union labor from be­ 
ing 
em ployed in the construction w ork 
of th e Lew is and C lark exposition.

th e constitutional 
am endm ent has been declared invalid be­ 
cause of some technical defect atten d in g 
Its adoption, and 
everybody 
in Oregon 
is rejoicing th a t the initiative an d re f­ 
erendum have been finally disposed 
of. 
The P o rtlan d O regonian, which su pport­ 
ed 
th e 
am endm ent in 1898, says of the 
decision of the courts; 


“In practice this vengeful trin ity of loot, 
labor and lunacy has stabbed the refer­ 
endum to death for all fu tu re time. 
They 
tried to put it in suprem e power, b u t w ith 
such faultless inaccuracy th a t it can never 
recover from th eir attentions. 
Thrice tip- 
on the L upercal, etc., but now lies it there, 
and none so poor to do it reverence. The 
pen of Cowgill, the arro w of bold Cock 
R obin, and the ham m er of the carpen­ 
ters union have done th e business. 
They 
are all honorable men, 
b u t 
grievously 
h ath the late lam ented Initiative an d refer­ 
endum answ ered it. 
H e will be bold, in­ 
deed, who oifers to launch the shipw recked 
craft again upon the troubled sea

O regon politics. The story of 1897 and its 
ensuing com plications can never be dupli­ 
cated .” 


W h at Oregon learned in its brief n u l 
of the new law w as th a t the very Inter­ 
ests th a t the law w as supposed to put un­ 
der control w ere the ones to take advant­ 
age of it and defeat th e control that tlu 
legislature had p u t them under. 
It Is safs 
to say th a t in Iow a, if an appeal could 
be taken to the people from the legi?! '. 
ture, there w ould not be an im p'itant 
act of legislation w hich would not be de­ 
layed and possibly defeated by shrewd at­ 
torneys of the in terests affected, through 
the in stru m en tality of this law.

Rut 
in the larg er Helds of state a.i 1 national 
affairs tne people are compalled to rely 
upon representatives, and the true reform 
is to devote g reater care to the se'ectim 
of the men w ho are to represent them 
and to hold therti to a stricter account­ 
ability, ra th e r th an to attem p t to appeal 
from w h at they do in a m anr.e- brih 
clum sy 
and 
ineffective.—u-ies

Ten 
years 
ago, a 
reporter 
on 
the 
staff of a metropolitan 
news­ 
paper wrote an elaborate description of 
a “Spider Farm,” as a unique industry 
located between New York and Phila­ 
delphia. 
The story was an ingenious 
fabrication, without even a cobweb of 
fact, evolved from an idea disclosed 
in the following 
alleged 
interView 
with the alleged "Spider Farmer,” a 
French enthusiast; 


“But what money is there in it? you 
ask. 
Mon Dieu, I will tell you. 
A 
customer comes to me. 
He is a wine 
merchant from New York, and says 
ho has just stocked a cellar with port 
or burgundy or something else. 
The 
bottles, look new and common; they 
will not sell for old wine. 
He has at­ 
tached to them labels of 20, 30, 40 
years ago—some year of a grand vint­ 
age. 
He tell me so many hundred 
bottles. 
I know how many of my pets 
will soon cover his cellar in cobwebs 
of the finest kind. Maybe I send three, 
four hundred spiders. For them I ask 
half a franc each, ten dollars for each 
hut dred. 
In two months you would 
not think his 
cellar 
had been dis­ 
turbed this last 50 years. 
It cost him 
forty or fifty dollars maybe, but he 
may sell the wine for one-thousand 
dollars mare above what he receive 
without my pets hàd dressed the bottles 
in the robes of long ago. 
The cob­ 
webs drape the bottles, they stretch 
from cork to cork;;. it is plain there is 
g4eat age: 


“Perhaps a man has quickly made 
g r e a A ic I and must have fine urine 
cellaiP The parvenu, 
the 
nouveaux 
rirliffflnd his cellar has not the look 
of the real old qge, of the long years 
of gentle rest in the undisturbed dark, 
n’est ce pas? 
Then he sends for old 
Pierre, from New York or Chicago, 
Ah! I do the grand business in Chicago. 
Sapristi, I send him my pets. 
They 
work for him. 
Soon he can take his 
rir-h friends in the cellar, and they 
say, ‘Mon Dieu, it is superb, it is 
magnificent! 
We give you congratu­ 
lation, my boy.’ 
Then 
my 
spiders 
stop working for him and do what you 
call wink the other eye.” 


The story included also a column or 
so of description of the methods of 
breeding and raising these utilitarian 
spiders, with additional space devoted 
to the’ evolution and development of 
the industry. 
The. reporter 
needed 
money, thè story was called “a lively 
Sunday feature,, and was illustrated 
to fill a solid page; He did not expect 
that it wòulfl be t^ken seriously any­ 
where. But "Pierre Grantaire” and his 
“Sfrider Farm” die$ hard. Thpy went 
the rounds' Of the" exchanges, and re­ 
appeared'at Intervals for several'years. 
The “8pider>Farjn” became the theme 
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of a ‘‘scientific note” in a religious 
wrekly, it bobbed up in a new dress 
ac a contribution to the popular nat­ 
ural history of the day, and again 
paraded as a full-length feature story 
In western journalism. 
It crossed the 
Atlantic and was discussed with pon 
derous earnestness in a London news­ 
paper. The conscience of the man who 
hatched the “Spider Farm” troubled 
him as he saw the phantom materialize 
years after it deserved a decent burial. 
He has long since left the newspaper 
which published this story for him, 
and had not had occasion to think of 
the accursed “Spider Farm” until 
month ago. 
The managing editor for 
the journal which now employs him 
sent the reporter into the anteroom to 
see a caller who had a story for sale, 
The unsuspecting stranger opened the 
conversation: “I have a rattling good 
yarn, absolutely new. An old French­ 
man on the road between here and 
Philadelphia has a spider farm. 
He’s 
making a fortune out of selling spiders 
to be used in stocking wine cellars with 
cobwebs to age the bottles and im­ 
prove the value. It’s an exclusive story 
and I’m sure you’ll like it if you will 
read it over. It’s the only spider farm 
in the world.” 


The reporter said nothing until tfce 
victim was done. 
Then the weariness 
of years Earned into rage as he thun­ 
dered: “I wrote tfyat story for the 
New York --------- 10. years ago, and 
you’re a cheap thief, for there never 
was any spider farm. 
That yarn will 
hound me to .the grave, but you aren’t 
going to bunco anybody with it. 
If 
yeu-’re not out on the sidewalk in 16 
seconds, I’ll have you run in for trying 
to obtain money under false pretences-”

summer 
stock 
company 
which made its inqney by playing 
at watering-places. 
In good weather 
it made plenty of money; in bad, it 
made none at all. Tteee weeks of bad 
weather almost drowged the company 
out. 
There was a big town a little 
ahead of them, and things began to 
look as though, if the big town did 
not come to the rescue with a big audi­ 
ence, th.e members of the company 
would have to drift back to New York 
on their own. recognizances.

In fact, there has been a 


greater growth in the attendance upon 


her schools than there has been in the 


geueral population of the city. 


Tbe total number of pupils enrolled 


2 809. Now in this initial .rear of an­ 
other decade, the school population Is 
7,321—which is only a slight increase 
over last year’s figures, 7,319. 


In the enrollment of pupils a decrease 
is shown this year of 166, the enroll­ 
ment for 1903 being but 5,630; this is 
offset, however, by the higher daily 
a\erage attendance, which this year’s 
statistics show to be 4,174. 


But statistics, alone, cannot be relied 


during the year ending June 1?, 4»*», 
was 5,796, an increase of 7i* over the 
enrollment of the preceding year. The 
avora*?" *. ' r attendance during the 
—« period was 4,152, ¿n increase of 
760 over th e attendance of the preced­ 
ing year. The increase ¡In attendance, 
compared with ' the increase in en­ 
rollment, shows that there ¡was a most 
unusual increase ^ of interest; in the 
work of-therpublic schools .of.-the city. 
1» *co9 fWi'ar>T>rthi nonulation was-but 


upon to use as evidence of a healthy 
growth In the BChool system. That can 
best be determined by a careful exam­ 
ination of the work done by the teach­ 
ers and pupils in the school rooms. 


With the increasing attention paid 
to the public school work all through 
our country, everyone visiting a place 
is apt t o take note of-the local school 
conditions. 
Colorado Springs is such 
a f a v o r i t e recuperative point that first 
and last, a majority*of the prominent 


educators of the day have been so­ 
journers here for a longer or shorter 
time. Their interest along educational 
lines has made it their pleasure to 
ex: mine our school 
advantages and 
conditions. 


W ith pardonable pride the board of 
education and the citizens generally 
repeat the high compliments paid to 
the Colorado Springs schools by those 
v'hose experience 
and 
judgment in 
such m atters cannot but carry great 
weight. 
The parents and friends, too, 
have been brought in close touch with 
the schools and so have become fa- 
mPiar with educational affairs. 
Prin­ 
cipals, teachers and pupils have re­ 
ceived much encouragement through 
the sincere and appreciative remarks 
of visitors. 


Special mention 
has 
always been 
given of the ample equipment of the 
school rooms and the handsome build­ 
ings. 
School 
room 
decoration has 
been enthusiastically carried forward, 
all interested having striven to place 
upon the walls of the rooms some of 
the productions of *fhe world’s great­ 
est. artists. 
Members of the board of 
education heartily co-operate with the 
citizens who have lent financial aid and 
all feel well repaid for every effort in 
this direction. 


As has been said by an eminent au­ 
thority: 
, “We are coming to realize that the 
most effective way to cultivate an art­ 
istic taste is to lay hold of those things 
that arrest the child’s attention in his 
earlier years, broadening the subjects 
and scenes to suit his expanding mind 
until he can be led to an appreciation 
of true art.” 


Handsome Buildings.

Eloquent in evidence are the simple 
yet substantial exteriors and ornate 
interiors of the school buildings, up 
to date in every essential particular, 
especially upon sanitary lines. 
Re­ 
cently larger playgrounds have been 
added around some of the buildings. 
At the Columbia, Helen Hunt, Liller, 
Lowell and Bristol schools the grounds 
have been beautified, and by doing so 
all the school grounds are now in ex­ 
cellent condition. 


The eighth g ta d e room at the High 
school has been divided; the north half 
will be used as a library and the other 
half as a study. 
The former library 
room will hereafter be used as a reci­ 
tation room. 


In all the school buildings, where 
required, retinting and varnishing has 
been done. Many of the old seats have 
tceu refinished. 
Thus, every corner 
and cranny of the school Buildings will 
be n ost immaculate when the fall ses­ 
sions begin in a few days. Never %ere 
tbe school premises in better shape 
than at the present date. 


The additions to the school accom­ 
modations are as follows: new two- 
rcom buildings have been erected at 
the Curtis coal mines and at Eighth 
street on the west side; four rooms 
e-tch have been added to the Columbia 
and Bristol schools and eight rooms 
to the Lowell school.

of it being lack of funds—a fact much 
deplored by all.

M anual Training. 


“No branch of the public school 
curriculum 
contributes 
more to the 
child’s power of self-expression than 
‘manual training.’ 
Not only does the 
work provide opportunity for expres­ 
sion of present ideas, in the most ele­ 
mentary form—that of doing—but it 
stores up experiences against the day 
of the child's need." 


Last fall manual training w as'intro­ 
duced, but it was not until January 1 
that the work was fully under way in 
the Colorado Springs schools. 


The trial of manual training cer­ 
tainly justified the prediction made for 
it by the president of the board of edu­ 
cation, O. E. Hemenway, namely, that 
such action would m aterially enrich 
the school course, add to the already 
enviable reputation of the schools, re­ 
dace the amount of arrested interest 
and truancy in certain pupils to a 
ni nimum and secure the attendance 
oi a number of pupils who do not at­ 
tend school at all, or very little, during 
tbe year, and reinforce interest in all 
the different branches of the school 
cuniculum .

Gradually, nature 
study, while not 
new, will be extended farther as each 
year elapses. The teachers will strive 
to aid the pupils in attaining a steady 
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thought that three outfits for bench 
v-ork and two cooking plants, if se­ 


c u r e d , would prove sufficient for pres­ 
ent needs of all who would want to 
take up the work. 


Teachers’ Meetings. 


The teachers’ meetings that have been 
held in each school building every two 
weeks have been enthusiastically at­ 
tended and will be kept up the coming 
year. Scott’s “Nature and the Child" 
will be the basis of discussion.

No object, either on land or sea, 
could be more carefully specified in 
its every detail than a modern war 
vessel. 
When the government orders 
a canvas gun cover, for example, the 
specifications 
state 
definitely 
how 
many stitches to an inch are to be 
taken in sewing the Canvas, and these 
stitches are not to be averaged up, 
but ihere must be just so many of 
them in every inch, no matter at what 
point the government inspector who 
supervises the making of ' the cover 
may choose to count them. 
If the 
number is not parallel with the speci­ 
fication the right number of stitches 
must be put in—at the expense.of the 
company. 
This sm^ll example is an 
exact illustration of what “specifica­ 
tions” mean as they apply , to a,.war 
vessel, although as a rule the specifica­ 
tions that reach the modern shipyard 
concern themselves only with the hull 
and machinery of the vessel. But they 
include every bolt that goes into the 
hull, every beam that supports 
her 
decks and platforms, and every inch 
of the miles of pipes and wire that 
connect her engines, dynamos and con­ 
ning towers with thp various mechan­ 
isms that they are designed to operate. 
In tfae Vermont there are more than 
20,000 of these bolts, and electric wires 
alone 
sufficient 
to 
distribute 
an 
amount of power that would supply 
light to the streets and houses and run 
the trolley cars for a city of 25,000 
inhabitants. 


Putting these specifications into ac­ 
tual plans—in 
other words, building 
the warship on paper with rule, T- 
square, and compass—takes about

months of steady work and requires

HOW A BATTLESHIP IS 


FIRST BUILT ON PAPER. 


Boston, Mass., Aug. 22, 1903.—When 
Uncle Sam decides to build a warship 
there must be something over 1,200 
plans drawn and approved by, the gov­ 
ernment before the vessel can be con­ 
structed. 
These plans alone, in the 
case of a first-class battleship such as 
the Vermont, the contract for which 
has been recently awarded, cost the 
builders about $75,000. 
For the steel 
plates of the hull, to take a single 
large item, 500 distinct and separate 
plans are necessary. 
The 800 or 900 
plans necessary for the hull as a whole 
rf.nge fron. \ small sheet of paper 12 
inches square to a big sheet 11 feet 
long by two feet and a quarter wide; 
and each plan must be duplicated in at 
least a dozen blue prints to facilitate 
the work of the shops and save the or­ 
iginal drawings from being worn out 
bj constant handling. 
1 


At a rough estimate this means that 
over 18,600 square feet of paper will 
be covered with drawings before the 
yard begins hull construction—to say 
nothing of over; 10,500 square feet of 
paper that will i be used in preparing 
tfce schedules o| materials by which 
the yard will qfder the various sup­ 
plies necessary for construction. 
To 
make the hull of a war vessel more 
paper is used than would serve to 
wrap it up afterward. 
Meantime the 
engine department * and the electrical 
department must prepare their own 
plans on a similar scale of detailed 
munificence, the result being, all told, 
that about 1,200 separate drawings 
will be necessary before the battleship 
has been accurately made on paper. 


These hundreds of plans do not con­ 
sist,»as one might at first imagine, in 
plan after plan ! of the vessel until 
Uncle Sam smiles approval and says, 
“Go ahead. 
That suits "me exactly.” 
As a matter of fact, Uncle Sam has a 
very complete notion of what is going 
to suit him e x a c t l y ’before the con­ 
tracting shipbuilders touch pencil to 
paper, and the shipbuilder’s work is 
based upon yet another seiies of mys­ 
terious looking bitte pi’iùts that come 
from the government. ; The first plans 
for every class of war vessels, with the 
single exception of the lively little tor­ 
pedo boats and their equally lively lit­ 
tle dêstroyers, are drawn by the gov­ 
ernment 
before either Pore 
River, 
Newport News, the • .Cramps, or any 
other 
shipbuilding 
establishment is 
invited to bid for the task of Hnis‘nings 
them. 
But these first plans, although 
they represent the labor of three gov­ 
ernment departments, the bureau of 
construction and. repair, the bureau of, 
equipment and thè bureau-q£ ordnance, 
are simply a statement' oi th è.kind of 
vessel wanted and , are..’ supplemented 
by a bound volume* "Of ^specifications 
that covers between 200 and 300 pages. 
It is this interesting volume that the 
management of. th e, shipbuilding es­ 
tablishments hae to Reduce « to terms of

^draughtsmen and photographers. All 
through this period a special electrical 
apparatus 
is 
busy 
preparing 
blue 
prints 
of 
the 
completed 
drawings. 
Kromrthe government point of view 
everything that is drawn on paper is a 
plan; and everything that goes into 
the vessel must 
first be drawn 
on 
paper. 
Building a war vessel is dif­ 
ferent frdm buiiding a>house in that 
you can’t 
nail the parts together or 
miik“ them fit as you go along. Every 
plate of . unbendinn steel, nf which no 
two v.are exactly similar, has its indi­ 
vidual place in the ship, every rivet 
hole has its individual place in the 
steel plate, and every plate must there­ 
fore ia y e been carefully planned on 
pflper^'before it becomes part of the 
ship’s construction. 
The armor plan 
of a warship is therefore one of the 
longest tasks of a shipyard’s draughts­ 
men. 
Other large and more compli­ 
cated plans are those that provide for 
the working of gun mounts, ammuni­ 
tion hoists, and other important sec­ 
tions of her inner mechanism. 
And 
in this respect no two vessels are 
alike, even.“twin warships” being like 
other tw'ina in that they look alike, but 
usually act differently. 
Still another 
series of delicately complicated plans 
are those that provide for the arrange­ 
ment of tubes, wires and other means 
of connecting e^ery part of the ship 
with every other part, for not only 
must space be economized to the finest 
practical point, tut every part of the 
system must be readily accessible in 
case of necessary repairs at short no­ 
tice. 


The plan for a bolt—the perfect me­ 
chanical drawing, that is, whereby the 
company proves to the United States 
government at Washington 
that it 
hss read, pondered and, put in practice 
thp 
volume of specifications 
under 
which 
it signed a contract 
to build 
battleship No. 20, as the Vermont is 
or.lcially known—is a good example of 
the exigencies under which a modern 
war vessel is put together. Very like­ 
ly, if a visitor should pick up that bolt 
after it had been actually manufactur­ 
ed and was waiting to be used in the 
vessel, it would seem much like any 
other 
bolt; but the government 
in­ 
spector would be able to point out the 
differences, verify them by measuring 
the angles, and show the astonished 
visitor that not only had the bolt been 
cast to order for that particular ves­ 
sel but, very likely, that a machine 
had been made to order to cast ¿he 
belt. 
For an ordinary vessel of com­ 
merce the 
bolts would have 
been 
bought ready made in open market. In 
a war vessel every part of its'mechan­ 
ism, even the smallest, is designed to 
have a specific value in increasing her 
strength and fighting power, and the 
government therefore scrutinises with 
impartial 
severity the plans for 
the 
great marine engines that must drive 
the vessel day and night; for the am­ 
munition hoists that are to keep her 
guns supplied and busy during a pos­ 
sible engagement;, for the mechanism 
that is to aim the guns and protect the 
veBsel from the recoil of their tons 
of explosives; the bolts that are to hold 
her steel plates together; or the lit­ 
tle wheel and track that runs a slid­ 
ing door between the captain’s cabin 
and his morning bath-tub. The small­ 
est pian in those necessary to put the 
Vermont finally into cominission is the 
carefully studied and exactly described 
drawing of a future hammock hook. 


All these plans go forward in gen­ 
eral groups, the ship being divided in­ 
to hull and engines and electrical ar­ 
rangements, and the work of the yard 
follows these lines of division. 
The 
two departments start their drawing 
simultaneously, 
the 
engineering de­ 
partment, whose share naturally in­ 
cludes hundreds of njinor bits of ma­ 
chinery, driving rods, pistons, cranks, 
valves; and gauges as well as the big 
engines and dynamos in toto, making 
rather less than the number ’of plans 
made 
by the. department 
of hulls. 
These plans, moreover, are always sub­ 
ject to 
change by the 
government, 
acting ,on the advice of its own ex- 


anatomy.¡f where ;the change 'has'i been 
deemed advisàblé-;and annotated' on-the 
margin 
withf- axis exact 
description 
which refers,'Jt to the final series o£ 
new plans that have bfcen thus made 
necessary. 


Any change theSgovernment makes 
in- its 
original 
specifications—such* 
changes, for^-instance,’ as are 
often? 
the .result of ,thè aifded ¡experience! in 
riaval 
architecture gained by 
some 
minor mishap to a foreign vessel either 
in ordinary4 cruising òr in naval man­ 
oeuvres—is so much added to the cost 
of the vessel to the government, and 
every 
deviation 
from 
the 
original 
specifications—-which very rarely hap­ 
pens in a modern shipyard, and is then 
invariably very soon discovered by the 
lynx-eyed government -inspector—must 
be remedied at the cost of the com­ 
pany. 
Despite the hundreds of plans 
made in the shipyard, it may be noted 
moreover that Uncle Sam is his own 
warship 
designer, and the plans are 
simply a tangible expression of the 
ways in which the shipbuilder proposes 
to carry 
out the countless 
details 
specified by the government experts. 
And when everything is completed and 
the big war vessel is npt only built 
on paper but launched, ‘ready to re­ 
ceive her ordnagce and go into com­ 
mission, the government files a dupli­ 
cate ,of every plan—ribt of the original 
draft, but of yet another new one con­ 
taining all the changes developed in 
process 
of 
construction—from 
the 
smallest hammock Hook to tfce biggest 
engine or gun mount! * From these 
final, 
complete' .ic^awingisi, 
whatever 
happens ^tOi'the vessel, the government 
is able ipimediately to.order the ma­ 
terial nécessary tó repair, the injury.

in need by intelligent assistance In the 
care of the sick. 
Having noticed this 
eagerness on the part of several intel­ 
ligent young women, it occurred to the 
Philadelphia School for Nurses to take 
any who were willing to volunteer their 
services for the care of the sick poor 
and give them adequate training. 
Ac­ 
cordingly a complete system of train­ 
ing in the care of the sick was evolved, 
wherein all the essential facts pertain­ 
ing to practical helpfulness in the sick 
room, were presented in a brief yet 
careful way. 
Over one hundred young women, rep­ 
resenting the best families of Philadel­ 
phia, are enrolled in the volunteer or­ 
ganization for extending immediate, 
practical and sufficient help to the poor 
in the care of their sick. This part of 
the work is under the direction of thor­ 
oughly trained and competent nurses of 
wide experience in home nursing and 
hospital methods. The work as a whole 
Is practically an introduction of the sci­ 
entific and modern methods of the hos­ 
pital into the homes of the poor. Its 
effects are continually and increasingly 
apparent, reaching In several directions. 
16 develops a sympathetic interest in.the 
helpers for those who are less favor­ 
ably situated; it gives the student skill 
in the practical handling of the ques­ 
tions that present themselves. 


So important are the results of this 
work that a movement has been in­ 
augurated to establish throughout the 
southern states schools which shall min­ 
ister to the needs of both the white and 
colored races. Some large gifts are al­ 
ready available for establishing separ­ 
ate institutions for this purpose, and 
one has already been organized in Ala­ 
bama for colored young women. Plans 
are also under consideration for the es­ 
tablishment of a school In the moun­ 
tains of North Carolina for the poor 
girls of the south, especially those or 
the mountain districts. These girls will 
be received into the school, will be given 
the rudiments of an English education, 
brought in cpntact with refined ways of 
living and under adequate moral and 
re l& rin s tru c tlo n and furnished with 
'an occupation by being taught the art 
and science of nursing. It is alèo in­ 
tended to establish in connection with 
the school in the mountain districts a 
sanitarium, which shalli receive> n e r v o u s 
natients and persons who are predis­ 
posed to tuberculosis, or who may be 
threatened with a breakdown of that 
mature.

The interest w hich is being taken a t 
this tim e cyaniding in Cripple Creek 
as an available process for treating the 
abundant supplies of the low -grade ores 
of th a t district lends added significance 
to the following article by V. A. R obin­ 
son in M ining R eporter, Denver: 


The 
fact 
th a t 
a 
m ajority 
of 
ores treated 
by 
cyanide, 
on being 
crushed, produce m ore or less slime, 
which becomes a detrim ent to percola­ 
tion or induces a com plexity in the 
m ethod w hen separate treatm en t is re­ 
sorted to proves th a t the tim e is ripen­ 
ing for a 
simple m ethod, taking the 
advantage of fine 
pulverization and 
overcom ing the disadvantage. 
^ 


As is well known the slim es 
yield 
their values m ost readily when ag ita­ 
tion is used, but the problem of separa­ 
tion of the valuable liquor therefrom 
becomes a problem of some m oment. 
Settling in tan k s and decantation are 
resorted to, which 
operations 
require 
nearly as m uch tim e as the leaching of 
the coarser m aterial, besides requiring 
much attention. 


The w riter had occasion, some tim e 
since, to dem onstrate the practicability 
of a certain proposed m ethod of tre a t­ 
m ent of Cripple Creek low -grade ores. 
D uring 
these 
tost« 
m any 
vatnnhle 
points were brought out relative to fu ­ 
tu re possibilities. ■ 


The ore w as first crushed in a 
ball 
pulverizer, 83 per cent being m ade 
to 
pass 100 mesh, 38 per cent 150 mesh, and 
17 per cent 200 mesh sieves. 


Several charges roasted and several 
unroasted 
were 
placed 
in 
separate 
five-ton agitators w ith % per cent and 
Vi per cent cyanide solutions, and agi­ 
tated from eight to 24 hours. 
Samples 
of pulp were taken every hour from 
each of the agitators, carefully filtered, 
washed and .assayed. 
In a num ber of 
cases 80 per qent to 83 per cent extrac­ 
tions were m ade the second hour. 


A verage extraction in eight hours 
was 93 per cent, in several cases 
95 
per cent extraction being obtained. Be­ 
yond eight hours there seemed to be 
no apparent increase in extractions up 
to 22 hours. 
The difference in average 
extractions between the roasted and u n ­ 
roasted was rjot apparent. 


From the agitation tanks the 
pulp 
w as conveyed to a filtering apparatus, 
which did not 
prove 
successful. 
A 
later im provem ent, however, giving a 
rapid filtration using but a m inim um 
am ount of 
w ash 
w ater, 
apparently 
solves the problem. 


T abulated results by the w riter dem - 
or.A rates th a t very fine pulverization 
w ith a ball tube mill is m uch cheaper 
than crushing w ith rolls and screening 
in order to produce a uniform product 
for perpolation. 


All in all, such results would indi­ 
cate th at fire pulverization and a g ita ­ 
tion w ithout roasting and w ith 
the 
proper 
am ount 
of 
oxygen 
supplied 
would be the solution of the problem on 
m any low -grade ores. 


N E W PROCESS. 


The Idaho S tatesm an p rin ts the fol­ 
lowing description of a new process for 
saving precious m etals: 


“C aptain L. W. T urner of this place 
holds letters of p aten t for a m etal sav ­ 
ing process th a t prom ises to revolution­ 
ize m ining m ethods. 
By a 
practical 
com bination of w ell-known chem ical 
and electrical agencies he 
elim inates 
the item of loss in the use, for instance, 
in the cyanide process of gold extrac­ 
tion. 
He dem onstrated to your corres­ 
pondent yesterday 
a t 
his 
laboratory 
th at he could place the gold, silver and 
copper of a charge of pulp in solution, 
precipitate the m inerals regardless of 
the am ount of m etal practically w ith­ 
out loss of the solvent chem ical. This 
dem onstration 
of 
laboratory 
results 
opens a wide field for the use of chem i­ 
cals in the reduction of ores. 
In fact 
there seems to be no lim it to the range 
of economic extraction of precious m et­ 
als from base ores. The theory of this 
process is, to put in solution only such 
m etals as it is desired to extract, by 
well-known chem ical form ula, and then 
precipitate the desired element. 


‘‘C aptain T urner claim s for his pro­ 
cess th a t he can deposit all the m etal 
th a t m ay be dissolved in a tan k on a 
sheet of leaded iron, by sim ply charg­ 
ing the solution w ith electricity. 
The 
disposition of the m etal on the plate 
leaves the cyanide or other solvent so­ 
lution 
w ithout 
change 
of chemical 
state or strength. 
The receiving plate 
is the cathode of the battery used and 
the pure m etal is driven by the electric 
current up the leaded surface of the 
plate till it becomes an elem ent of the 
p late m etal itself, and it is not 
a f­ 
fected by the solvent acid while being 
acted upon by the electric current while 
the solution is a conductor in the elec­ 
tric circuit. 


“Theoretically, for instance, a pound 
of cyanide would, in a tank of charged 
w ater, dissolve 10 pounds of gold, 10 
pounds of silver and 30 pounds of cop­ 
per w ithout reducing the per cent of 
the solution. 
As the miscroscoplc p ar­ 
ticles of th e m etal were freed by the sil- 
vent th ey -would be driven to the plate 
by th e electric current and become a 
p a rt of’ the plate. 
This process m ight 
be co n tin u ed , till the receiving plate 
weighed a ■ ton. 
The plate then would 
be composed only of such m etals as 
were dissolved from thè ore pulp by 
the cyanide. 


“This scheme eliminates the item of 
-expense for' solvents, which has long

They 
report th at at a depth of 173 feet in a 
well which was being sunk for water 
for stock purposes, a thin layer of oil 
sand was cut which gave out a flow of 
potroleum that so tainted thé water as 
to render it unavailable for the cattle. 
W ater drawn from the well by Mr. 
Jackson 
yesterday . showed 
great 
blotches of oil floating on the surface, 
w hile the body of .the liquid is impreg­ 
nated with a strong odor of-petroleum. 
Preparations are being made by local 
and eastern parties to deepen this well 
immediately, as the showing is equally 
as .good if not better than was made 
by the first wells in the Boulder dis­ 
trict at sim ilar depth. 


Six or seven other wells sunk for 
water within a radius of three miles 
have been rendered uselesB by the oil 
th at has appeared. 
The oil channels 
seem to be well marked, and the strike 
made in this latest well is stronger 
than anything yet developed.

in that the Kennedy well is the first 
one opened on this oil channel and ex­ 
pert oil men of this city are of the 
opinion that this is the most permanent 
deposit of petroleum yet penetrated by 
the bores.

sian, Colonel Michaelson. Stenkoi was 
joined by five Cossack A tam ans in 
burying this treasure, which consists 
not only of enormous quantities of gold 
and sliver coin, but of huge cases full 
of valuable church vessels of silver and 
gold studded w ith jewels.

W aited on F u llerto n . 


A m eeting i,f the extcuuve com m ittee 
of Mill and Sm elterm en's union No. 125 
w as called for .yesterday afternoon. It 
w as held on Colorado avenue, and a t the 
m eeting it was decided to call on M an­ 
ager Fullerton and request him to re­ 
cede l'rom tile position he had 
taken. 
The executive com m ittee left Colorado 
City about 4 o'clock and arrived in the 
outer office of the Telluride Reduction 
com pany at 4:30. 
Mr. Fuilerton refused 
to change his policy which he had al­ 
ready outlined, and afte r an argum ent 
which lasted eight m inutes, the mem­ 
bers of the com m ittee hurried from the 
building and boarded a car for the mill. 


W hen the com m ittee 
left 
Colorado 
avenue and began the long walk up the 
hill tow ard the Telluride mill, the w in­ 
dow’s of the mill were crowded with 
w orkm en who had been given an inti­ 
m ation of the strike order which was 
Im pending. 


M en Called C ut. 


As the 
com m ittee 
approached 
the 
building the w orking employes called 
from the windows to know if a strike 
had been ordered. 
The m em bers of the 
com m ittee, headed by 
President Ed­ 
w ards, waved a t the men, m otioning 
them to come out. 
By the time the 
com m ittee had reached 
the building 
m any of the workmen 
had 
already 
flonned their street clothes, and were 
Btanding in the archw ay a t the ground 
floor of thf> mill. 


President 
Edw ards 
and 
Charles 
L yons issued orders to the effect that 
{ 
he fires should be cooled and the mill 
eft in condition which would cause the 
com pany as little loss as possible. The 
Inen who quit work appeared 
to 
be 
pleased a t the order of the strike, and 
not a com plaint was heard until the 
precipitating departm ent was reached 
by the members of the committee. Here 
B man named Jay. who has been em ­ 
ployed at the mill for the past three 
weeks, refused to go out. 
He is a non­ 
union workman, and claimed that, as he 
w as working for a salary, he should not 
be exppcted to quit, adding th at he had 
no grievance against the company. 


One M an R em ained. 


‘All right," replied President Edwards. 
'“If the Telluride company can run this 
mill with only you to work we are 
willing." and Jay was left a t work. He 
w as formerly employed as a chem ist by 
the Colorado Fuel & Iron com pany, and 
has been at the mill only a short time. 


The strikers stood outside the mill 
only a few m inutes, when President 
E dw ards gave the order to leave. 


The only dem onstration 
which 
was 
m ade was when one of the clerks from 
the offices of the company passed the 
group of 73 men on his way ir.tr, the 
works. He was arm ed w ith a 45-Coits 
revolver 
which 
was 
carried 
in 
a 
belt w ithin plain sight of the men. 


The man was greeted w ith jeers by a 
num ber of the men, but no violence 
war. attem pted, and President Edw ards 
ask'id the men 
to 
disperse. 
They 
w alked in a body to Colorado avenue, 
and then each w ent to his home. 


P ro p erty Guarded). 


Before leaving the mill President Ed- 
■wa.ds visited the offices of the com­ 
pany and suggested that an extra force 
of nightw atchm en be employed there; 
he stated th at the u>"'jn m eant to use 
1)0 violence, but pjded th a t he could 
n o t be personally responsible for any 
individual violence. 
The 
suggestion 
Was accepted and a double force of men 
w ere a t w ork last night w atching the 
property, each w atchm an being heavily 
arm ed. 


A special m eeting of Mill & Sm elter- 
Inen's union was held in Colorado City- 
la st night, but no 
new 
developments 
w ere reported. Six new m em bers were 
Initiated, and a num ber 
of 
speeches 
jvere made. 


The m eeting w as largely attended and 
Btanding room w as a t a prem ium . D ur­ 
ing the speeches any m ention of the a t­ 
titude of the officers of the union in 
declaring the strike was greeted with 
rousing cheers, and it is quite evident 
th a t the w orkm en are in full sym pathy 
w ith the strike. 
It is not thought by 
the leaders of the strike th at it will 
last long. 


P ic k e ts Posted. 


Union pickets have been posted on the 
approaches to the Telluride mill, and the 
n ig h t force, which goes to work a t 11 
o’clock, w as notified th at a strike had 
been ordered. 
These pickets will be re­ 
lieved a t intervals, hut the union will 
keep men on the w atch all the time. 


O fficials of the union declare that no 
violence will be tolerated, 
and 
claim 
th a t the attack' on 
Keene 
yesterday 
m orning was a private quarrel, and had 
nothing to do w ith the trouble. 
This 
is denied by M anager Fullerton. 


Keene retired to his home and refused 
to be seen last night. 
It is understood 
th a t he fears violence a t the hands of 
the strikers. 
President Edw ards and 
C harles Lyons, prom inent in union cir­ 
cles, declared last night th at Keene 
h ad nothing to fear, as he would be un­ 
harm ed. 


E d w ard s A dvises Men. 


A fter the men had walked out a num ­ 
b er of them w anted to return to the mill 
an d compel Jay to quit work. 
The 
m a tte r w as being talked of by a num ­ 
b er of the strik ers when President E d­ 
w ard s approached the group and over­ 
h eard the conversation. 
He stopped 
and addressed the men as follows: 
“Now you men m ust do nothing of 
th is sort. If Ja y w ants to work he 
m u st be allowed to go ahead. 
If we 
sent a crowd of men in a fte r him there 
m ig h t be some kind of trouble, and it 
Is our intention to avoid everything of 
th a t sort. If there is anything of this 
k ind commenced it m ust be begun by 
th e other side and not by us. 


“I w ant to place this union on record 
a s m aking one of the quietest w alk­ 
o uts th a t has ever before been heard 
of. W e have w alked out, and no dam ­ 
age has been done to the property, not 
even a harsh w ord has been spoken, 
an d I w an t everything to be done peace­ 
ably, so to show th e public th a t we are 
going about th is m a tte r In a quiet, law- 
abiding m anner.” 


M oyer Com ing Today. 


The streets of Colorado 
C ity 
were 
crow ded last night by the m en who had 
attended the m eeting. 
T he crowd was 
orderly in the extrem e, and no. large 
g atherings for discussions were seen. It

"The m orning shift goes on a t 7 a. 
m. A t 6:30 o’clock, the m en assembled 
a t the plant and It w as decided if Keene 
went on a t 7 o'clock the m en would be 
called off. 
Keene w ent to work at 
7 and the m en were called out. 
Keene 
w as attacked on our p lan t and hit over 
the head w ith tin dinner buckets. The 
forem an took Keene up to the office 
and the la tte r im m ediately w rote and 
tendered his resignation. 
Keene came 
over to our office about 9 o’clock and 
reported the occurrence and we urged 
him to return to work, saying we would 
protect him to the fullest extent. 


“Our employes w ent to work after 
Keene left.” 


Mr. Fullerton then w rote a letter de­ 
fining the position of the company in 
this m atter and sent with it a letter 
discharging R obert DeLong for riot­ 
ing and striking Mr. Keene, and Mr. 
Rieneck for interfering with the opera­ 
tion of the mill while on duty." 


C om m ittee Called. 


“At 3:30 o'clock we received a tele­ 
phone call from the men asking th at 
their executive com m ittee m ight call 
on us in our central office, which was 
granted and at 4:30 o'clock the com­ 
m ittee of seven, headed by President L. 
E. Edw ards of Mill and Sm elterm en's 
union No. 125 appeared at our office 
and 
were 
im m ediately 
adm itted. 
Charles Lyons, acting as spokesman, 
explained 
the 
position 
of 
the 
I millmen 
taken 
early 
in 
the 
day 
w ith 
reference 
to 
Keene, 
i stating 
th a t 
Keene's 
supposed 
I connection with the stealing which had 
gone on was a reflection upon them and 
that they could not work if Keene con­ 
tinued, and th at they would not stand 
for it. 


"As to our position in the m atter, 
we referred them to our letter which 
gave our position to Mr. Keene and 
told them th at it was their privilege to 
go out singly or in 
a body if they 
w anted to, but we, as men. m ust con­ 
duct our business as we saw fit and 
could not allow them to tell us how to 
run it or whom we should discharge. 
We laid .before them th at they were 
m aking a m istake in taking the position 
in the m atter they had 
while we had 
no feeling against them personally or 
collectively, we could not g ran t their 
dem and. 
The men then said good bye 
and left. 


M eetin g F rien d ly . 


"The m eeting was friendly, as we 
have nothing against our men, and 
there was no clash or rupture a t this 
afternoon's conference.” 


The news of the strike at the Tel­ 
luride mill w as received at the head­ 
q uarters of the strike com m ittee 
at 
Cripple Creek during the evening and 
according to a union m an in close touch 
with the inner circles, the affair at the 
valley mill is regarded as having but 
little bearing on the Cripple 
Creek 
strike, as the reasons for w alking out 
are in no wise related to the strike dif­ 
ferences. 


K eene’s Case. 


W alter Keene, the employe over whom 
so much trouble has occurred, is the 
young man who received considerable 
notoriety a few days ago from the pub­ 
lication of a story to the effect th at he 
had been arrested, charged with the 
theft of ore from the Telluride mill. 
It 
subsequently developed th at the com­ 
pany did not suspect him of any wrong 
doing, and he has been kept steadily, at 
work until Sunday. Then, according* to 
reports, he was placed on the "extra" 
list, and did not return to work until 
yesterday morning. 


The leiders of the strike claim that 
Keene has recently asked permission to 
become a member of their union. 
He 
has been refused adm ittance, accord­ 
ing to the union men. who claim that, 
copsideriner the ronrlitinns which have 
existed (referring to the suspicion a t­ 
tached to him) he is not eligible as a 
candidate. Mr. Keene could not be seen 
last night, and did not have an oppor­ 
tunity to deny or affirm the story. Mr. 
Fullerton states th at the com pany has 
great confidence it; Mr. Keene and had 
never suspected him of stealing ore.

D uring the tim e of the examination 
the law provides 
th a t 
the appraiwp 
shall be ¿ a id a t the rate of $3 a dav, 
which wni be paid out of the aimimij 
of the tax collected. 
Should the ex­ 
ecutors succeed in having the law de­ 
clared unconstitutional, thereby defeat­ 
ing the collection of the tax, there will 
be no com pensation, under the terms 
of. the law, b u t it is probable that in 
such an event an allowance would be 
m ade by the county court. 


The appointm ent of an appraiser to 
determ ine the real value of the estate 
is but a prelim inary of the suit that! 
will be filed w ithin a few weeks, asking 
for an interpretation of the will of the 
late m illionaire. 


T he Point a t Issue. 


A fter giving several hundred thou­ 
sand dollars in bequests to various rel­ 
atives, the will provides that thp income 
from the entire residue shall be paid 
to the m em bers of a corporation who' 
shall build 
and 
conduct 
the Myron 
S tratton home. There is nothing in the 
will which indicates who shall hp the 
m em bers of the corporation mentioned, 
and a t the tim e of Mr. Stratton's deatti 
the corporation had not bppn formed. 
On 
this 
condition, 
Attorney-General 
Miller and those who have been coun­ 
seling w ith him claim th at that sec­ 
tion of the will Is void, for the reason 
th a t there w as no one to accept ths 
title to the prop .rt-y a t the time the 
property w as transferred, namely, at 
the tim e of S tratto n ’s death, and that 
under the term s of the will itself the 
property should revert to the treasury 
of the state. The will provides that if, 
in any event, the bequest regarding the 
Myron S tratto n home should he de­ 
clared inoperative and illegal, the estate 
shall go to the state, and it is the claim 
of the attorney-general 
th a t 
such ft 
condition exist«. 


W hile this could be done without an 
inventory, A ttorney-G eneral Miller con­ 
tends th a t the state would not know 
w hether it w as receiving all to which 
it w as entitled unless an inventory was 
m ade, and for this reason this step has 
been taken first. 


If the contentions of the state offi­ 
cials are upheld, they will in no way 
interfere w ith the'paym ent of the other 
bequests in th e will. 
The will itself 
contains the condition of payment to 
the state, and if the will were to be de­ 
clared null and void,, the state woufd 
lose along w ith all the other devisees. 
It Is th erefo re not the Intention of tha 
attorney-general to break the will, but 
to have it construed In favor of tha 
state. 


In speaking of the duties of his of­ 
fice, and of the law under which he will 
operate, Judge Elston said last night: 
“The law on the statu te books of this 
state is identical w ith th a t which has 
been in force in New York since 1RS5. 
The New Y ork law has been declared 
constitutional, by the highest court in 
th a t state, and for th a t reason I be­ 
lieve there is no danger of its being 
held unconstitutional here. Of course I 
am n o t called on to construe the law, 
and have nothing to do but act under 
Its term s, b u t I have seen the same law 
in force and have acted under it, and 
am therefore iii a position to speak re­ 
garding it. 


“The law provides th a t a tax of S3 
on each $100 shall be levied against be­ 
quests to a sister; $3 on each $100 of 
bequests to a nephew, and $6 on e;uh 
$100 of all bequests to corporations >>E 
any nature. T h at will be the basis on 
which thte ta x will be levied in the 
present case and after the value of the 
estate has 
been 
determ ined, County 
Judge O rr w ill apportion the tax ac­ 
cordingly.” 


Judge O rr said; “I believe I hava 
m ade the b est 
appointm ent possible. 
Judge Elston has been a county judge 
in New York, has been called on to 
construe a law exactly sim ilar to ours, 
and has acted as appraiser of a num­ 
ber of large estates in th a t state. He 
acted as appraiser of the estate of J. B- 
B rown of Ne'ft York city, which w:is. 
valued a t $2,000,000, and I believe w 
is thoroughly fam iliar w ith the whola* 
work.

FRENCH SWINDLERS. 


Paris, Aug. 22.—One of the greatest 
criminal trials In the history of France 
culminated .tonight when the jury In 
the .court.of assizes rendered a verdict 
of guilty against Therese and Frederic 
Humbert and Rbmain and Emlle Dau- 
rlgnac. 
After a brief deliberation the court 
sentenced Therese and Frederic Hum- 
bert each to five years and to a flr/e 
of 100 francs, Emll Daurlgnac to three 
years and, Romaln Daurignac to two 
years. 
The verdict was reached after the 
jury had been out four and a half 
hours. -When the verdict was pro- 
nounced Therese and Frederic Hum- 
bert, weeping, embraced each other. 
Romaln Daurlgnac tried to console his 
^sister, whispering to her: 
"Remember, we are not separated 
even; in the hour of our adversity." 
Therese Humbert .seemed to be hope- 
ful until the last, maintaining that the 
jury was certain to bring in a verdict of 
acquittal. Even after condemnation 
her emotion was only, momentary, i She 
soon resumed her self-possession and 
thanked Dr. Floquet for his ministra- 
tions.- Showing him ".the fan which he 
had given: her, she said: 
• ''I shall always preserve this as a 
precious token of the care, .even more 
moral than physical, which you have 
bestowed upon me during the painful 
hours •!• have just gone through." 
She also thanked Maltre Labor! and 
the other counsel for the defense., Then, 
turning to the military guard she indi- 
cated her readiness to go back to the 
cells of the Conclergerie prison. 
Frederic Humbert acted as though 
dazed by the shock of conviction, his 
thlri face assuming a ghastly pallor. 
Romaln and Emlle Daurlgnac pre- 
served an air of stolid indifference. 
The sentences came as the culmina- 
tion . of a day of sensational interest. 
The chief event preceding the verdlpt 
was the dramatic, revelations 
which 
Therese Humbert had so long promised 
in the making of which she disclosed the 
same genius which had marked her 
entire career as Indicated by her selec- 
tion of the mysterious name of Regnler 
as-the real Crawford. Regnler figures 
In the dark page of the Franco-German 
'war as the 
intermediary between 
Prince Bismarck and Marshal Bazalrie 
for the surrender of Metz. The court 
and spectators listened to the recital 
with 
an amazement amounting to 
stupefaction. It,, w.as 
evident that 
Therese Humbert sought to bring into 
the case one ,of the supreme events of 
the war. of 1870 for the purpose of 
introduced another mystery to confuse 
the court and delay the result, but 
court jury and spectators alike Were 
unconvinced, as her references to Reg- 
nler were most vague and-did not ex- 
plain, his relationship to the younger 
Crawford. 
Although Therese did not 
indicate 


whence Regnier's millions came, it was 
apparently par.t of her plan to create the 
Impression that Regnler had ' received 
a vast sum for inducing Marshall Ba- 
zalne to surrender Metz. The Incon- 
clusive character of the revelations was 
shown by the fact that the court did 
not"take;the slightest judicial cogniz- 
ance of them and Immediately submit- 
ted the case to the jury. -The Jury like- 
wise treated the revelation as a sub- 
terfuge and returned a verdict of guilty 
upon all the material points.

ELKS TRAIN DERAILED— 
MANY INJURED AND DYING. 


Chehalls, Wash., Aug. 22.—An excur- 
sion .train on the Northern Pacific, con- 
sisting of an engine and seven coaches, 
en route to the Elks clam bake'at 
Olympiad was- wrecked about 11 o'clock 
this morning, two miles south of here. 
Two people were killed, four fatally 
injured and about '30 seriously hurt. 
The train left Portland at 7:30 this 
morning, every car, being, crowded with 
prominent-Elks, of this city and their 
families and friends. The train was 
running at a good rate of speed when 
•the rails spread, throwing the engine 
down an embankment 40/feet. 
Three coaches piled on t°P of the en- 
gine and to add horror rto the scene, 
the boiler of the engine exploded, throw- 
Ing scalding water and steam for many 
yards around. -The fourth, fifth and 
sixth-' coaches left the track, but only 
the front end of the fourth car went 
over-the bank. The seventh coach is 
the only one that did not leave the 
rails. 
Nearly everyone In the first coach 
was injured, most of them having their 
legs' or arms broken. Those who es- 
caped Injury started to assist the in- 
jured and pull them from the wreck. 
Several doctors were on the train and 
within a short .time they Avere binding 
wounds or .setting broken limbs.

news and a train of flat cars was sent 
to the scene of the wreck to bear tjie 
Injured to the hospital here.

The Philippines la the only place where 
avlarge military establishment is still in' ex- 


, lafehce, andxwhere active campaigning is still 


In progress, therefore, the only place where the 
desired experience could be secured. 
• ^Undoubtedly, General Wood expects In time 
to be given supreme military command in the 
"islands, and this will probably be given him 
Upon.'the retirement of General Wade. 'It can 


1 ba tobst confidently stated that no thought of. 
, a civil commission was in General Wood's

The appointment of Wood to succeed

The two 
generals got a nod from the commanding-of- 


ficer, and sat down at the other end of the 
cabin. 
They looked very much dressed, for 


Miles was in khaki, khaki crumpled and not 
over nice, and his linen was woolen, and dark 
at that. The work went on uninterruptedly for 
what seemed an awfully long time, though it 
could have been only a few minutes, and then 
Miles took Brooke aside and talked with him 
for almost an hour—not, however, on the sub- 
ject of tan shoes.

Miss Bstelle Reel, the superintendent of Indian 
schools. Miss Reel Is so well known through- 
out the west that It seems like the revival of 
a threadbare nine-days-wonder when one hears 
easterners express doubt that such work can be 
done by a woman. 


• .It Is wonderful enough for a woman to travel 
from coast to coast every year in the super- 
vision of hundreds of schools, but .it becomes 
positively marvelous when most of the jour- 
neying Bas to be done in stage, on horsseback, 
and sometimes by canoe. The most perilous 
journey she has to perform is up the Colorado 


.. river, where she is obliged to board a barge and 


make a two days' journey with a couple of In- 
dians to paddle. 


She is physician, nurse; teacher and'super- 


intendent all rolled into one sometimes. To 
-the Indian schools lying at great distance from 
the railroads, her visit is an event of great im- 
portance, especially as she arrives provided 
With a miniature pharmacy, and deals, out relief 
pills and educational alternatively. 


Miss Reel's great,aim has been to bring the 


handicraft of the Indians to the front. In a 
personal tour which she made of the eastern 
curio shops, she found that more Indian than 
oriental ware was being sold, for the craze for 
Indian rooms Is stronger than even the craze 


; for Turkish dens. The Indian curios are bring- 


ing higher prices, too, than the oriental bric- 
a-brac, and Mr. Redskin has learned this just 


as rapidly as he learned how to use aniline 
dyes and Germantown In the manufacture of 
blankets. In place of the. old vegetable 
dyes. 


Miss Reel is not .the only one who deprecates 
his imitations. Lately she has issued a circular 
asking the names of the Indians who can teach 
the children the art of basket-making, and the 
symbols of the old Indian folk lore. 


ADMIRAL MELVILLE s SARCOPHAGUS. 
Most beautiful of all the estates of the dead 


is Arlington. The nation could have found no 
lovelier spot for the last bivouac of her soldiers 
than those sloping hills by the Potomac. To 
ride through the shaded paths Is to read a page 
of history written on marble and granite above 
the dust of the history makers. 


To this story in stone a new word Is now be- 


ing added. Rear Admiral Melville, retired, Is 
building his sarcophagus. In the exercise of his 
right as one of those who fought for the pres- 
ervation of the Union, he has selected the site 
for his monument—a knoll between the tombs 
of Sheridan and Crook, overlooking the Potomac 
and Washington. The sarcophagus rests upon a 
foundation of concrete, twelve feet long and 
eight feet wide. The first layer Is of white mar- 
ble and Is finished with a single curve from the 
base. 
Upon this rests the first base stone, 


weighing about eight tons. Then rises the sar- 
cophagus proper, a solid piece of marble cored 
out by a special process. 
Every means has 


;been taken to render the tomb sanitary, but, 
* inasmuch as the admiral has expressed a desire 
to be cremated, this Is not a matter of import- 
ance. It Is proposed to finish the monument af- 
ter Admiral Melville's death by the addition of 
a white marble terrestrial globe set so as to 
show the Arctic regions.

While this could be done without an 
inventory, Attorney-General Miller con- 
tends that the state would not know 
whether, sit -was receiving all 'to which 
It was entitled unless' an inventory was 
made, and for this reason this step has 
been taken, first. 
If the .contentions of the state offi- 


cials are upheld, they will In no way 
interfere with the payment of the other 
bequests in the: will. The will Itself 
contains the condition of payment to 
the state, and If the will were to be de- 
clared null and void, the state woufd 
lose along' with all the other devisees. 
It Is therefore not the intention of tha 
attorney-general to break the will, but 
to have it cqnstrued In favor of tha 
state. 


In speaking of the duties of his of- 
fice, and of the law under which he will 
operate, Judge Bleton said last night: 
"The law on the statute books of this 
state is Identical with that which has 
been In force in New York since 1885.
